Dear Mr. Griffin and Directors of the Hollywood Bowl: 


We wish to thank each of you who answered our letter of July 3rd. In answer to inquires 
concerning our organization, we are a non-profit non-partisan, completely spontaneous 
group, united to preserve our precious American heritage. By expressing ourselves to 
our elected and appointed officials at all levels of government and civic life, we hope 
to preserve our dangerously weakened Constitutional Republic. Because you invited fur¬ 
ther communication, we submit the following: 

The American Council of American-Soviet Friendship (cited as a Communist 
Front by the Atty. General, December'19i;7) devotes its 1957 Report entitled, 
" American Soviet Facts ," to Cultural Relations. Under the title, "The 
Future is Promising" it says, "It has been primary business with the Council 
through the years, to promote cultural and scientific exchange and trade with • 
the Soviet Union, as serving the best interests of our country and the peace 
of the world....with the relaxing by recent Act of Congress (August 1957) of 

the fingerprinting requirements for entry into the United States, the way is —■- 

open for many more Russians, especially in groups, to accept the American- in¬ 
vitations already pressed upon them." (To fully understand this paragraph, 
lire must recognize the use of language as a Communist weapon, and that the 
word PEACE to the Communists means a state of affairs in which all sides ac¬ 
cept communism and undergo Communist party discipline. 

It is true that American invitations are being pressed upon the Russians. 

It is true also that Americans arc being pressed into entertaining these 
visitors. Consider the case of leading local business men who are invited 
to the dinner honoring Mikoyan, the Hungarian butcher. Several of these men 
with whcirt we have corresponded, attended only because the invitations were 
issued from the highest echelons of our government, and for business reasons 
felt themselves compelled to go. 

Mr. Griffin's letter states that "we must concede that the State Department 
is better informed and consequently better able to judge (this cultural ex¬ 
change program) than we~are,'either as individuals’ or~as-a group:"-- Do we - - —- 

never learn? Is this not the same State Department which strengthened Russia 
with 11 billion dollars of lend-lease, including our atomic bomb know-how and 
materials, including the shipment of plates for Russia's unrestricted use in 
printing occupation money, and including even, in time of war, priorities on 
strategic materials and services? (Read"Major Jordon's Diaries" by George 
Racey Jordon.) 

Also do we not remember that due to the policies of certain members of our 
State Department, millions of Chinese were delivered behind the Iron Curtain? 

(Read, "“While We Slept" by John Flynn.) As Bryton Barron said in his revealing 
book, "Inside The State Department", page 101, "Why.do we so frequently find 
that the State Department is urging upon us the pet schemes of international 
Socialists, rather than holding fast to the things which have made America 
great?" 

We agree with the State Department that Cultural Exchange is the most effective 
penetration of the Iron Curtain in thirty years. But now that the Iron Curtain 
is penetrated, has not our protection gone with it? 

On January 27, 1958, the U. S. and the USSR signed a two year Cultural Ex- 
——c hange_agreement. Ambassador Willi am Ls.cv and Amba ssador Zaroubin made the —

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T the end of World War II the Communists controlled 

*■ about 7% of the world’s population. Now they control 
more than 40%. Thirty-seven years ago the killers of the 
Kremlin mapped out plans to take the world in three steps: 
(1) Take Eastern Europe. (2) Next take the masses of Asia. 
(3) Then take the rest of the world, including the then- 
ripened U.S.A. They are well along with their plan. For 
the first 10 years after World War II, the Communists 
averaged adding 7,000 new slaves an hour.

History’s Worst Deceivers 

“I seriously doubt that if during the whole history of 
civilization any great nation has ever made as perfidious 
a record as this in so short a time.” 

By signing agreements with, trading with and entertaining 
these bloody-handed tyrants we display our fear, swallow 
bur principles, betray Christianity and turn our backs on 
millions of enslaved. Any exchange of visits, any “Sum¬ 
mit” with the killers of the Kremlin, is a below-the-belt 
blow to the enslaved of the world. 

John Noble, in his book, “I-Was a Slave in Russia,” re¬ 
ports there are 28,000,000 people in prison slave labor 
camps in the Soviet Union, “coexisting.”

A Millstone ’Round Our Necks 

(Reprinted from THE INDIANAPOLIS STAR) 

Two weeks ago we quoted the Wall Street Journal 
as saying that the United States is "no longer mister of 
Its own foreign policy." Developments this last week 
make that even more obvious. 

At his press conference President Eisenhower wes 
asked If the United States planned any economic aid or 
border protective actions In the Middle East. He replied. 
"These things should be done in the United Nations. And 
wc are prepared to go along with any decision o/ that 
feini" 

What he is saying is simply that he has .committed 
the people of the United States, the economic and miii- 


n r rrrw 
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He doesn t even 
know what the U.N. might do. Yet so slavishly devoted 
to the idea that the United Nations comes before every¬ 
thing else is he, that he is willing to submit America's 
freedom of action. America’s policies and plans ' to 
United Nations direction. 

So, we are no longer “masters of our own foreign 
policy." 

Other nations, large and small, are telling the United 
Slates how it should act. when it should act. how much 
it should spend and whether or not it must suffer war or 
privation. The American people have nothing to say 


about how iheir power is being used. The Congress is 
brushed aside or stands aside while the fortunes of our 
people, the future of our institutions, and liberty we 
prize above all else are placed into the hands of nations 
that neither know nor care about the interests of the 
United States. 

For years our government under both parlies has 
operated under the delusion that the United Nations can 
solve the world's problems in the face of failure after 
failure and war after war We have put ourselves at the 
service of the United Nations and every time come out 


the loser. We have suffered humiliation, our first mili¬ 
tary defeat, continued loss of power and prestige to the 
Soviet Union. It was the United Nations that kept us 
from winning the Korean war and freeing North Korea. 
It was the United Nations that stalled us and stopped us 
from saving north Viet Nam from Communist China. It 
was the United Nations that haggled and hesitated and 
fumbled while Russian troops battered down the free 
people of Hungary in merciless slaughter. And now it is 
the United Nations that is going to decide what the 
United Slates should do in the Middle East! 

This is the slow but sure way to national suicide. 


No other nation is so dumbly subservient to the U.N.. 
weak or strong. The French roughly told the U.N. to 
stay out of its affairs in Algeria.. The British ignored 
any U.N. attempt to interfere in Cyprus. The Soviet 
Union has told the U.N. time after time to keep its nose 
out of Hungary or Poland or any other place where 
Soviet interests are involved.’ Even little Israel has told 
the U.N. to stop monkeying around with its borders and 
the Arab refugee problem, and the U.N. stopped mon¬ 
keying. 

But not the United States— the great and powerful 
and rich United States. When the U.N. speaks we listen 
and follow. When we see American interests threatened 
we go hat in hand to the U.N. for approval or dis¬ 
approval. We pay a third of its costs and fight and

ures. Yet we humbly do what we are told when this 
international body without any head waves its hand. 

What is the matter with the United States govern¬ 
ment anyway? Cannot our leaders decide for themselves 
what is best for the American people and just go do it? 
Have opr leaders not tl\e brains, (he experience and the 
courage to run our own foreign policy show in the serv¬ 
ice of America? 

Apparently not. For now we are told that our gov¬ 
ernment is studying a regional development plan for the 
~MiddIe"East*run"bytheUnlted-Nationst-It-wss-proposed- 
by U.N. Secretary Genera] Dag Hammarskjold. 

If we want America's job done, we ought to do it 
ourselves. The best wav to secure the liberties of our 
people and the security of our country is to depend upon 


.ourselvfes. Why can't we do as we have always done 
successfully—keep strong, keep free from binding com¬ 
mitments to other nations, and decide every policy* on 
what is best for America, first, last and always.* 

We can only do this successfully if we get out of the 


United Nations . But if we do, znd if we run our own 
show in our own way, not only the United States but 
the whole world will be better for it.

We are taking the liberty to send you some information regarding Spartacus , the 
current motion picture spectacle. This Information is in response to inquiries 
from a considerable number of school people, parents, and organizations. 

We have found that Spartacus is at the oenter of sharp controversy. For example, 
the American legion, the Moral Rearmament organization, and patriotic organize- 
tions such as the Tuesday Morning Study Club maintain that Spartacus was Communist- 
inspired, written, and produced, and is now being actively promoted by the Commun¬ 
ist apparatus all over the country. (See attached materials which support this 
point of view.) 

There is reason to believe that the Spartacus backers and promoters are engaging 
in one of the most extensive box-office campaigns in motion picture history. 

They offer reduced rates for special student performances on certain days and 
make available a Teacher's School Kit and Study Guide prepared. Innocently or 
otherwise, by the National Council of Teachers of English. They invite student 
body officers to be their special guests and then urge these officers to editor¬ 
ialize about the show in their school papers. This has been done in some places. 
Teachers' organizations are urged_to attend Spartacus to secure funds-to augnent 
their" treasuries. 

Mayors of cities have been asked to proclaim a Spartacus Week or Day , and city 
councils have been urged to present resolutions backing the production. Clubs 
and organizations have been approached to sponsor theater parties and are 
allowed a percentage off for a designated charity. Spearheaded by the Hollywood 
AFL-CIO Film Council, members of labor unions are supporting the show. In short, 
the big push seems to be to secure box-office attendance. 

We are not telling you what you and your associates should do about this situation.

ing but one vote. 

It should be remembered, too, 
that the 99 members include 
Communist Albania.

Top Russ Spy 
‘Guest’ in U.S.

NEW YORK —A known tog 
Soviet spy boss entered the 
United States Monday posing 
as an expert on international 
narcotics problems. 

Security agents couldn’t 
touch him because the “spy 
ambassador” was traveling 
under a diplomatic passport, 
covering UN delegates! 

Ironically, the high ranking 
espionage director, Konstan- 
IlG_ K. Rodionov, was sched¬ 
uled to participate in meet- 
lngs at the UN with the chiefs 
of police from all over the 
world. 

One of the Americans con¬ 
ferring with the Russian 
agent will be Harry J. Ansling- 
er, commissioner of Narcotics. 
Anslinger has long been fight¬ 
ing to dam the flow of dope 
into this country, particularly 
from Communist China and 
Red controlled Cuba. 

"Ambassador ^Rodionov. 59, 
was kicked out of Sweden in 
1956, after three of the big¬ 
gest spy eases to the history 
of that nation were broken 
during his ambassadorial stay. 

An important U. S. security 
official told Hearst Headline 
Service Monday: 

"The Soviet union wouldn’t 
send Rodionov if it didn’t 


have'esplonage to mind. He 
can be depended upon to be 
engaged in initiating or ap¬ 
proving espionage ring opera¬ 
tions in the U. S.” 

Another Western intelli¬ 
gence agency source described 
Rodionov as "the espionage 
coordinator” of the Soviet 
Union. 

An FBI spokesman In Wash¬ 
ington said the bureau was 
“familiar” with Rodionov, but 
declined further comment. 

Two Russian MVD agents in 
Australia and Japan, who de¬ 
fected to the U. R in 1954, 
fingered Rodionov as an im¬ 
portant Soviet intelligence and 
espionage director, who 
worked behind a diplomatic 
cloak. 

The Russian arrived to New 
York ostensibly as chief of 
the Soviet delegation to the 
annual International Narcotics 
Conference at the UN. The 
meetings started Monday 
afternoon, and will run until 
March 17. 

Attempts to Interview Rodio¬ 
nov were met with the com¬ 
ment he was "not available” 
at the Soviet delegation head 
quarters on Park Avenue.

Vladimir Petrov, MVD resi¬ 
dent agent in Australia until 
he defected In 1954, said Rodlo- 
nov was a “prime example” or 
how Russian diplomatic posts 
are used as “cover” for secret 
intelligence activities. 

The Soviet "ambassador” 
has been to the U. S. three 
times before—all at the height 
of Communist espionage op¬ 
erations since exposed. 

He attended the Dumbarton 
Oaks conference In 1944. and 
was present -In San Francisco 
during the 1945 UN founding. 


He also served as naval 
attache In strategic Turkey 
and was Ambassador to 
Greece from 1946 to 1947, when 
Stalin recalled Rodionov to 
show his displeasure with the 
tiny country.

Draft of Nuclear 
Test Ban Treaty 

WASHINGTON (AP)—Here Is the text of the 
draft treaty agreeing to a partial nuclear test ban 
by the United States, Britain and the Soviet Union: 


The governments-of the United 
States of America, the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
hereinafter referred to as the 
"original parties," 

Proclaiming as their principal 
aim the speediest possible achieve¬ 
ment of an agreement on gen¬ 
eral and complete disarmament 
under strict international control 


banning of all nuclear test ex* 
plosions, Including all such ex¬ 
plosions underground, the con¬ 
clusions of which, as the parties 
have stated In the preamble to 
this treaty, they seek to achieve. 


in accordance with the objectives 
of the United Nations,, which 
would put an end to the arma¬ 
ments race and eliminate the in¬ 
centive to the production and test¬ 
ing of all kinds of weapons, in¬ 
cluding nuclear weapons, 

Seeking to achieve the discon¬ 
tinuance of all test explosions of 
nuclear weapons for all time, de¬ 
termined to continue negotia¬ 
tions to this end, and desiring 
to put an end to the contamina¬ 
tion of man's environment by ra¬ 
dioactive substances, 

Have agreed as follows: 


ARTICLE I 

1, Each of the parties to this 
treaty undertakes to prohibit, to 
prevent, and not to carry out 3ny 
nuclear weapon test explosion, or 
any other nuclear explosion at 
any place under its jurisdiction or 
1 control: 

A. In the atmosphere, beyond 
its limits, including outer space, 
or under water, including terri¬ 
torial waters or high seas; or 

B. In any other invironment if 
such explosion causes radioactive 
debris to be present outside the 
territorial limits of the state un¬ 
der whose jurisdiction dr control 
such explosion is conducted.

ARTICLE II 

1— Any party may propose 
amendments to this treaty. The 
text of any proposed amendment 
shall be submitted to the deposi¬ 
tary government which shall cir¬ 
culate it to all parties to this 
treaty. Thereafter, if requested 
to do so by one-third or more: 
of the parties, the depositary gov¬ 
ernments shall convene a con¬ 
ference to which they shall invite 
all the parties, to consider sue) 
amendment. 

2— Any amendment to this 
treaty must be approved by a 
majority of the votes of all the 
parties to this treaty, including 
the votes of all the original par¬ 
ties. The amendment shall enter 
into force for all parties upon the 
deposit of instruments of ratifi¬ 
cation by a majority of all the 
parties, including the instruments 
of ratification of all of teh orig¬ 
inal partes. 


ARTICLE III 

1—This treaty shall be open to 
all states for signature. Any state 
which does not sign this treaty 
before its entry into force in ac¬ 
cordance with paragraph 3 of this 
article may accede to it at any 
time. 


2—This treaty shall be subject 
to ratification -by signatory 
states. Instruments of ratifica¬ 
tion and instrum'-frte of acces¬ 
sion shall be deposited with the 
governments of the original par¬ 
ties—the United States of Am¬ 
erica, the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ire¬ 
land, and (he Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics—which are 
hereby designated the depositary 
governments. 

.3—This treaty shall enter into' 
force after its ratification by all 
the originai parties and the de¬ 
posit of their instruments of ratifi¬ 
cation. 

(—For states whose instru¬ 
ments of ratification or accession 
are deposited subsequent to the 
entry into force of this treaty, it 
shall enter into force on the date 
of the deposit of their instruments 
of ratification or occession. 

S—The depositary goverments 
shall promptly inform all signa¬ 
tory and acceding states of the 
date of each signature, the date 
of deposit of each instrument of 
ratification of and accession to 
this treaty, the date* of its entry 
into force, and the date of receipt 
of any requests for conferences 
or other notices. 


6—This treaty shall be regi¬ 
stered by the depositary govern¬ 
ments pursuant to Article 102 of 
the charter of the United Nations. 

ARTICLE IV 

This treaty shall be of unlimit¬ 
ed duration. 

Each party shall in exercis¬ 
ing It national soveriegnty have 
the right to withdraw from the 
treaty If it decides that extra¬ 
ordinary events, related to the 
subject matter of bis treaty, 
have jeopardized the supreme 
interests of its country.

This treaty, of which the Eng¬ 
lish and Russian texts are equally' 
authentic, shall be deposited in 
the archives of the depositary 
governments.

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"END THE COLD WAR" LOOMS AS NEW SOVIET BOOBY-TRAP 


Preposterous as it may seem, the Moscow test ban talks appear to have been the first unabash e d 
step toward the termination of the Cold War. Exhilarated by their delusion that there is a “changed 
Russia”, the Kennedyites are about to step upon the most deadly boobytrap yet planted by 
Khrushchev. 

And the dangerous thing about the projected non-aggression pact is that it will be sold to the 
American people under the enticing mask of an agreement to bring peace. 

Our readers have watched, with hypnotized horror, the weakening policies of the Kennedy Ad¬ 
ministration in Cuba since the “Confrontation” of last October. They have asked why the Administra¬ 
tion has backed down on every one of the Cuba issues which we thought we had won last year. It 
didn’t make sense. 

Now the explanation is out. Mr. Kennedy has accepted a humiliating coexistence with Castro 
(despite his earlier pledges) because Cuba has become onlyjt pawn in his developing wider scheme 
to establish an entente with Khrushchev. In tHe minds of Mr. Kennedy and his feckless ad¬ 
visers, a permanently Communist Cuba was a small price to pay for the liquidation of the Cold War. 

The recklessness of such a policy in the face of Russia’s proclaimed intention to “bury” us is 
too obvious to be argued. 

The first indication that a new appeasement was on its way in Washington, was the setting up of 
direct secret communication between Kennedy and Khrushchev. Since October, we are told by col¬ 
umnist Marquis Childs, at least 40 messages have been exchanged in these “K-K” talks. 

The second shock was the President’s amazing speech at American University on June 10th in 
which he almost spelled out a new policy of appeasement. “Both the United States and its allies, and 
the Soviet Union and its allies, have a mutually deep intereat in a just and genuine peace”, he said. 
The statement was a renunciation of the whole Cold War thesis, that there can be no peace between 
the free world and the world Communist conspiracy.

“has no permanent enemies”. At the Fr.se University in West Berlin, he threw out the assurance that 
if the Communist States do not carry on subversive activities, “we are not hostile to any people or 
system”. 

The third jolt was the Moscow agreement, as a condition of signing the test ban, that the U.S. 
and Britain would consult with the NATO nations concerning a non-aggression pact with Russia. 

The diabolical cleverness of Russia is entrapping Mr. Kennedy into a non-aggression negotiation^ 
has been well pointed out by Senator Coldwater, Ernest A. Gross, and others. In effect, a non-aggres¬ 
sion pact would mean the underwriting by the United States of permanent Russia rule over the cap¬ 
tive Iron Curtain countries, and in this hemisphere, Cuba. It would be a cynical gesture on the part of 
Mr. Kennedy whose pen has just signed the proclamation for Captive Nation Week. 

It is plain to all whose minds are not locked in the vise of their own terminology, that we are 
moving toward an appeasement deal with Khrushchev which dwarfs anything which has been pro¬ 
posed since Yalta. The pathos of the situation is that most Americans are still unaware of the gravity 

of the hour. With characteristic Washington gobbledygook, they are told that the Kennedy policies 
are merely flexible response”.

Executive Order No. 11004 provides for the Housing and Finance Authority to re¬ 
locate communities, build new housing with public.funds, designate areas to be

ANOTHER SCHEME FOR U. S. TAXPAYERS TO FINANCE THE UNITED NATIONS 

A new method of getting U. S. dollars has'been evolved by a group of liberal Senators 
(Clark, Humphrey, Hart, Douglas, Morse, Young (of Ohio), and Williams (of New Jersey). 
Their bill, S. 1171, proposes that the U. S. government issue bonds totalling $50 
million, to be called U. N. Peace Bonds.

HOW THEY DID IT

"to advocate and leach, the duty and necessity 
of overthrowing the government of the United 
States by force and vloleijc*.." 

Than la 1956 toe Supreme Court, under Chief 
Justice Warren, used toe Smith Act as on excuse 
for wiping out all anti-Communist laws In 42 
states! | 

Then toe same Court,! oe "Red Monday," June 
17, 1957, all but wipM out toe Smith Act by 
putting on Impractical limitation go IL They said. 
In effect, that no Communist planning to over¬ 
throw toe gonrrnmast can be prosecuted until 
be actually carries out the plan! 

On July 10, 1958, Senator James Eastland, chair¬ 
man of the Senate Committee on the Judiciary, 
made this statement to toe Senate: 

"The Supreme Court \ Is moving, step by step, 
decision by decision, toward establishment of 
the Communist conspiracy Is toe United States 
os a legal, political entity with just as much 
right to exist and operate an any political party 
composed of patriotic American citizens." 


ABA to Congress: Actl 

!o July, 1957, an American Bar Association com¬ 
mittee asked Congress to pass legislation to wipe out 
the long string of pro-Ccmmunbt decisions of the 
Warren Supreme Court.

• To correct the Warren Court's gratuitous edict 
titot under the Smith Act It is all right to urge the 
violent overthrow of the government so long as you 
don't spell out how it is to be overthrown.

In 1657 the Supreme Court ruled that Commu¬ 
nists in any state may practice law for the 
benefit of the Communist conspiracy regardless 
of State laws or bar association regulations. 
(Schwar* vs. New Mexico.) 

In IS57 the Supreme Court restricted Con¬ 
gressional Investigating committees by saying 
that they could not inquire Into the extent of 
Communist activities of identified Communists, 
So^ now Communists con refuse to answer ques¬ 
tions asked by any Congressional committee - 
and thus are free to carry out their plans to 
take over the United States. (Watidns'vs. the UA) 
CONGRESS THWARTED 

In an effort to curb Communist infiltration of 
the Federal Government, Congress In 1954 passed 
the Communist Control Act. The Communist Par¬ 
ty refused to comply with the provisions of this 
act and by legal maneuvers managed to take the 
case to the UA Supreme Court, which granted 
an Indefinite delay. So now Communists are able 
to gain employment in the Federal Government 
and In defense Industries, and the UA Govern¬ 
ment has no legal means to protect itself from 
Communist Infiltration. (Communist Party U.S.A. 
vs. Subversive Activities Control Board, 1956.) 

Then in 1958 Chief Justice Warren and the 
Supreme Court ruled that It Is legal to advocate, 
teach and conspire with others for the overthrow 
of the government of the United States by force 
and violence, so long as the future date of the 
revolution Is not fixed and thus rem ains * •in¬ 
definite.’' (Yales, et al vs. UA) 

STATE JUSTICES SPEAK UP 

August 23, 1958 the Chief Justices of 36 State 
Supreme Courts, In a conference at Pasadena, 
California, adopted a formal resolution, accus¬ 
ing the Warren Court of abusing the power given 
it by the Constitution. The Hon. M. T. Phelps, 
Senior Justice of the Arizona Supreme Court, said: 

"It Is the design and purpose of the U A Supreme 
Court to usurp the policy-making powers of the 
nation. . . By its own unconstitutional pronounce¬ 
ments, It would create an all-powerful, centralized 
government In Washington and subsequent destruc¬ 
tion of every vestige of States Rights expressly 
and clearly reserved to the States under the 
Tenth Amendment of the Const!totion. 

"I honestly view the Supreme Court with Its 
present membership and predilection, a greater 
danger to our democratic form of government 
and the American way of life than all forces 
aligned against us outside our boundaries!" 

It was the American Civil Liberties Union 
which led the fight In New York and other states 
which has developed Into a nationwide drive 
against all religious practices In public schools. 
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toe lading Christmas observances, Bible reading, 
recitation of the Lord's Prayer and baccalaureate 
services. It la the opinion of the ACLU that the 
first amendment of toe/ UA Constitution would 
be violated by any of these, oven toe s ieg in g of 
Christmas carols. However, toe staging of "Jingle 
Bella" would bo permissible. 

The UA Supremo Cou^t In substance has agreed 
and their findings have been Interpreted os grounds 
for banishing religion from public schools and 
public life. This in ttme/will Include curbing the 
duties of chaplains in the Armed Services, re¬ 
moving the oath from Federal Courts, toe phraso, 
"Under God," from our pledge to toe flag and, 
eventually, "In God Wet!Trust," from our coins 
and public buildings. 

The ACLU contlmats ^to push this fight to re¬ 
move all reference to religion or God from all 
public Hie In order to uphold the rights of "citi¬ 
zens who ere atheists." And the UA Supreme 
Court has backed the ACLU to toe hihl 

Another activity of toe ACLU is to defend 
publishers of obscene ‘literature In using the 
mails and breaking the* laws against such lit¬ 
erature, i 

For example, on obscene and expensive mag¬ 
azine was being sold by mall under the title 
of "Eros." Its gaudy, introductory sales bro¬ 
chure contained topics too vile to be repeated. 
It boldly bragged, 'Of tt were not tor a recent 
decision of the Supremo Court regarding obscenity 
the publication of *Ero^ would not be possible 
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In the United States." The ACLU had won this 
victory I 

It was June 25, 1962 that the Supreme Court 
decided it was perfectly all right to send through 
the mall magazines on the techniques of homo¬ 
sexuality. "The Detroit Free Press" said that 
"these magazines are allegedly for homc-sexuals 
and feature pictures of nude men." Fortunately, 
the magazine was too expensive and It failed - 
but no thanks to the UA Supreme .Court. 

Moral disarmament Is one of the four ways 
In which the Communists are working to destroy 
America In order to weaken our will to resist 
the Communist takeover. The ACLU and the 
UA Supreme Court In their efforts and deci¬ 
sions In behalf of obscenity are greatly aiding 
the Communists. 

Good people say, "Our churches make Amer¬ 
ica strong morally.

1. Supreme Court decisions that 
started the argument: 

in june, 1962, the U. S. Supreme Court ruled it wax 
I unconstitutional for the State of New York "to pre¬ 
scribe by Jaw" thin prayer far schoolchildren; “Almighty 
God. w* acknowledge our dependence upon Thee, 
and we beg Thy blessings upon us, our parents, our 
teachers and our country. f 

The prayer had been composed by the New York 
Slate board of regents, and a local school board had 
directed that it be recited akmd in school every day. 

In a 0-to-l decision, the Court said that under the' 
First and Fourteenth Amendments “government in this 
country, be H State or federal, is without power to 
prescribe by law any particular farm of prayer," even 
though the prayer may be “denominationally neutral" 
and "its observance on the part of the students is vol¬ 
untary." 

In June, 1963, the Court also held unconstitutional 
a Baltimore, Md., school-board rule that authorized re¬ 
citation of the Lord's Prayer, and a Pennsylvania State 
law that required Bible reading in public schools 


2. Tha Backer Amendment, where 
the prayer debate now centers: 

O ut of 146 proposed resolutions introduced in 
Congress after the Supreme Court decisions on 
prayer, the one odered by Representative Frank J. 
Becker (Rep.), of New York, has drawn the widest 
support—and the most opposition. It would add a 
25th Amendment to the Constitution, stating; 

“Nothing in this Constitution shall be deemed to 
prohibit the offering, reading from, or listening to 
prayers or biblical Scnpturei, if participation therein 
is on a voluntary basis, in any governmental or pubbe 
school, institution, or place. 

'Nothing in this Constitution shall be deemed to 
prohibit oinking reference to belief in, reliance upon, 
or invoking the aid of Cod or a Supreme Being in 
any governmental or public document, proceeding, 
activity, ceremony, school. Institution, or place, or 
upon any coinage, currency or obligation of the United 
States. 

"Nothing in this Article shall constitute an estab¬ 
lishment of religion." 


educationally. As long as our schools fulfill their 
function, We need not fair." 

But the same day toe Supreme Court ruled 
that obscenity can be delivered through the mall, 
they also removed God from toe schools by de¬ 
claring toe following prayer, used In New York 
schools, unconstitutional: 

"Almighty God, we acknowledge our dependence 
upon Th**, and we beg Thy blessing upon us. 
our parents, our teacher a, and our country." 

The following day Rep. Johansen of Michigan 
told Congress; ,p I7ie Supreme Court yesterday 
made two decisions; Prayer, No; Obscenity, Yes." 

Every student of the Constitution knows the 
Supreme Court was established to be a watch¬ 
dog over the rights of the people and of the 
states. Our founding fathers made it a part of 
our marvelous system of checks and balances - 
skillfully designed to prevent any group of men 
from gaining too much power. The legislative 
branch was to abide by the Constitution in pas¬ 
sing the laws; the executive branch was to do 
likewise In administering them; and the Sigireme 
Court was to be a final safeguard of individual 
rights and liberties. 

But In recent years the Supreme Court itself 
has violated the Constitution by rulings thal 
created law, usurping the lawmaking powers, of 
Congress. 

OUTSIDE THE CONSTITUTION 

May 17, 1954, Just two months after the Senate 
confirmed the appointment of Chief Justice War¬ 
ren, the Court Issued its revolutionary decision 
(Brown vs. Board of Education) against school 
segregation. Here was something unprecedented 
in our history - the Warren Court throw out all 
previous Court Interpretation and passed a new 
law - something the Supreme Court has no right 
to do - acclaiming this the law of the land by 
Judicial flat. The ruling was against all 48 states 
having the right to govern their own schools. 

The Court cited as their authorities one "so¬ 
cial science expert" - employed by the NAACP - 
the principal plaintiff thal brought the cases be¬ 
fore the Court I Another "authority" they cited 
was Theodore Bramold, who had previously been 
died by government agencies as having been 
connected with at least ten Communist-front or¬ 
ganizations. 

Another • •authority" was E. v Franklin Frazier, 
sociologist, who had 18 Communist-front con¬ 
nection* to his credit. 

Another prlrtio authority cited by the Court was 
a book compiled and partly written by Gonnar 
Myrdal, Swedish socialist and Marxist, who had 
no knowledge of race relations In to* UA Myr-

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The voice of the people has been heard in the land, and the King Makers have become 
completely unglued.

I can best explain the situation in allegorical terms, turning back the pages of 
history some 3,000 years when Haman was plotting to destroy the entire Jewish race, under 
the reign of Ahasuerus. You will recall that Mordecai, who had once before saved the life 
of the king, learned of this deceitful plot, and called Queen Esther to the king's gate to 
urge her to save her people. At first she hesitated, and Mordecai said, "Who knoweth 
whether thou art come to the kingdom for such a time as this?" And Esther replied, "And 
so will I go in unto the king, which is not according to the law: and if I perish, I 
perish."

Mr. President, the 
recent ruling by the Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission on the so-called 
fairness doctrine has caused much con¬ 
cern across the country because of the 
fear that this ruling would serve to sup¬ 
press or have the effect of suppressing 
radio and television broadcasts which 
~do~ not "conform to Unpolitical philbs=~ ~ 
ophy of the administration in power. 

This FCC ruling was the subject of 
a recent column by Miss Edith Kermit 
Roosevelt. In this column, dated Octo¬ 
ber 7,1963. and printed in the Columbia 
Record, of Columbia, S.C.. Miss Roose¬ 
velt made the point that this ruling Is 
tagged specifically to a recommendation 
by Mr. Walter Reuther that conservative 
and antl-Communlst broadcasts be re¬ 
stricted through the powers vested in 
the FCC. In view of the serious and 
startling facts brought out In this col¬ 
umn, I ask unanimous consent, Mr. 
President, that It be printed in the Ap¬ 
pendix of rile Record so that it might 
be available to all Members of the Con¬ 
gress to study. 

There being no objection, the column 
was ordered to be printed in the Record, 
as follows:

The FCC aTrullng of last July’26—the so- 
called ‘’fairness doctrine"—can properly be 
understood only within this framework.

"When a controversial program Involves a 
personal attack upon an Individual organi¬ 
sation the licensee must transmit the text 
of the broadcast to the person or group at¬ 
tacked, wherever located, either prior to or 
at the time of broadcast, with a specific offer 
tn his station's facilities for an adequate 
response." 

This "fairness doctrine" Is loaded. The 
ruling only mentions Its application to pro¬ 
grams under the labels of "Americanism," 

— "antlcommuiUsm.’*-and--Statee-'rlghts,' , -and— 
Is silent about pro-Communist or pro-Soclal- 
lst programs. The key to this one-sided 
Interpretation of “fairness" Is to be found 
In the memorandum of Walter Reuther, vice 
president of the AFL-CIO, presented to At¬ 
torney General Robert Kennedy on Decem¬ 
ber 10. 1061. This memo, said to have been 
prepared by Reuther'a brother, Victor, Is en¬ 
titled: “The Radical Right tn America To¬ 
day." By "radical right," the document 
makes plain. It means all those who are 
Jeffersonian Democrats, "conservatives," or 
in any way antl-Communlst. 

lilke the notorious Fulbrlght memoran¬ 
dum and the Rostov policy paper, the 
Reuther document was kept secret from the 
public, and at first denied. These three 
policymaking papers represent the basis for 
the present administration's domestic and 
foreign policy. All circumvent the Congress, 
while being implemented as though they 
were law.

it, he wrote that our policy should be based 
on toe assumption that Soviet Russia was 
mellowing. It also declared that the 
„Unlted--Stotes“-mTist“act^n*"wayi~wlilcli’" 
transcend the Independent powers of toe 
nation-state, an obvloua declaration for the 
aha’ -onment. In effect, of PA. sovereignty. 
The Fulbrlght memorandum was directed 
against cold war Indoctrination of toe mili¬ 
tary and public, and It laid toe groundwork 
for the purge of anti-Communists from po¬ 
sitions of Influence, especially in government. 

The Reuther memorandum was bluntly di¬ 
rected at toe public In an attempt to dis¬ 
credit all who oppose these policies, as well as 
to eliminate antl-Communtsts from public 
forums as controversial. It plainly recom¬ 
mended that opponents of administration 
policies be described as crackpots and wild- 
eyed reactionaries. This can be toe only 
meaning of toe actual wording, which fol¬ 
lows: 

"What are needed are deliberate admlnls- 
-tratlon.pollr.lea. and .programs-to-contaln-toe- 
radlca] right from further expansion and In 
toe long run to reduce It to Its historic rale 
of toe impotent lunatic fringe." 

The Reuther memorandum specifically pre¬ 
viewed the FCC ruling by stating: 

"Certainly toe Federal Communications 
Commission might consider examining Into 
the extent of toe practice of giving free tone 
to the radical right and could take measures 
to encourage stations to assign comparable 
tone for an opposing point of view on a free 
basis.” 


Obviously, b rations will hot wish to spend 
toe time or money Involved In this. The 
typical busy broadcaster will naturally try 
to avoid such bothersome and costly details 
by simply .iimin.ting t.tie rightist pro¬ 
grams. This leaves only programs which 
support whatever policies the administration 
la favoring at the moment. 

Here again we have an Issue which strikes 
at toe heart of our American system of gov¬ 
ernment. Whether a voter calls himself lib¬ 
eral. conservative, a Democrat, or a Repub¬ 
lican, he Is equally menaced. The Imple¬ 
mentation of toe Reuther memorandum, 
now being effected, would reduce toe Ameri¬ 
can citizen to toe role of a robot In a dic¬ 
tatorship.

W HEN THE Federal Communications Commission is¬ 
sued its "fairness doctrine" last yeaj, it was to be ex¬ 
pected that liberal forces would assume it to be their private 
tool to expunge from the airwaves all doctrines which argued 
with ultra-liberal thinking. Thus, in organized fashion, anti- 
anti-communist propaganda was literally poured upon the 
American public, with little opposition, and yet Conservative 
speakers were closely "monitored” by liberal groups who then 
demanded "equal time” wherever possible, to pose the other 
side of so-called "controvenial issues." 

In rapid succession, Dean Clarence Manion's remarks in 
opposition to the nuclear test ban treaty were challenged by 
a hastily organized group calling themselves "Citizens Com¬ 
mittee For Nuclear Test Ban Treaty,” headed by left-wingers

Norman Cousins and James Wadsworth; organized harass¬ 
ment of radio stations carrying Conservative programs, by 
members of COPE, the political-action group of the AEL- 
CIO, hit the mark with several radio station operators who 
subsequently cancelled all conservative and religious broadcasts 
— all but those of National Council of Cburches-member 
churches. 

The "fairness doctrine" was working out well for ulcra- 
liberals, as had been intended: "fairness" was challenged only 
when remarks were derogatory to liberal philosophy.

OPPOSE ANY CHANGE IN THE KcCARRAN-WALTER ACT AT THIS CRITICAL TIME . 

We are told by the ablest people in the field of immigration legislation that efforts 
will be made to put through a revised immigration bill within the next few weeks. It 
may be put through by attaching it as an amendment to a private bill for relief of a 
hardship case. There are two main immigration bills—the Hart Bill (S, 747) would 
amend the quota system to fit the population of the world; the other—the Kennedy- 
Johnson Bill (S. 1932; H.R.. 7700) would end all immigration restrictions and permit 
unlimited entry of any number of immigrants from any country or area. The second bill 
'-represents-the-u-l-timate-ob j-ect-ive—o-f—ehe' = ' A intemational‘ists 1, ’“who' _ haver-proposed—many=— 
steps toward their goal of mingling of the peoples, so that nationalism once defeated 
could not rise again. We do not know which bill will be pushed, but both lead to the 
same end. •>■ 

The first problem is time. We are told that the members of Congress cannot stop the 
passage of one of these bills within the next few weeks unless there is a popular 
uprising . The present law, the McCarran-Walter Act of 1952, was a re-codification of 
the complex immigration laws prepared after the most careful work by the Congressional 
committees and a host of witnesses over several years. It is based on the quota com¬ 
promise, but permits the entry of spouses or children of U. S. citizens and others as 
"non-quota" immigrants. Since 1952 more than twice as many immigrants have come in 
every year outside the quotas as under the national quotas. Also many people were 
admitted through administrative rulings. 

The McCarran-Walter Act had most careful provisions for keeping out criminals and 
subversives or permitting them to be deported on conviction. The new bills seriously 
weaken the present security provisions. They also permit immigrants to come in 
according to the country from which they depart. This for example would permit the 
Red Chinese to send their people—including agents--to Latin America, and then have 
them enter the United States freely from a Latin American country. Nothing in the 
world situation justifies this opening of the gates._ As -Senator McCarran said in dis¬ 
cussing the presen t act-- "The- -so 1-utionrof-the" problems of .'Eu rope 'and 'A'sia wi~lt-nofc-'come—

'Nations question''to the ^United Nations ”,.. My Resolution calls on the President* to de¬ 
mand that the world organization abide by its charter guarantee of freedom and self- 
determination for the Captive Nations. In addition, the Resolution asks that our U. II. 
Ambassador demand In the General Assembly that Soviet Russia be made to abide by its 
pledge, as a member, not to commit aggression." The Bill also calls on the President 
to exercise the treaty-making and diplomatic authority he has under the U. S. Consti¬ 
tution "by and with the advice and consent of the Senate to expedite freej secret-ballot 
elections in the nations now under communist rule and to force withdrawal of Soviet and 
Red Chinese troops and agents from occupied countries." Khrushchev's fears should be 
exploited. Congress should pass Senator Goldwater's bill. Everyone should be made 
aware of Captive Nations Week. ( References : National Minute Women bulletin, April

Sets up a new Federal Office of Equal Opportunity to carry on the above program. 
Estimated cost first year $10 million. 

Estimated total cost of operation of the Poverty Program for the first year would 
be $962% million.

The Articles And Data Of Organization 

Origin. At a meeting in Chicago, Illinois, on April 30, 1966, this 
V Committee is hereby established by those citizens of the United States 
whose names appear below. All of these men are either present, or are 
represented by proxies authorized to act in this matter on their behalf. 

Purpose. It is the purpose of THE 1976 COMMITTEE to inspire, 
promote, and guide political action which will help to restore, main¬ 
tain, and strengthen our republic. These objectives are understood and 
intended to be in accordance with the basic concepts of government 
as followed by the Founding Fathers of our nation, and as formally 
set forth in the original Consfitution of the United States and the first 
Ten Amendments known as the Bill of Rights. - ; 

Structure. THE 1976 ; COMMITTEE, when fully formed, will consist 
of one hundred members. Preferably, but not necessarily, there will be 
at least one member from each of the fifty states of the Union; but the 
total of all members will be limited to one hundred throughout the life 
of the Committee. An expanded organization, or subsidiary or affiliated 
groups, may be formed, through franchise arrangements, under such 
names as Supporters Of The 1976 Committee, or 1976 Clubs. But full 
authority over all activities of such groups shall be vested in this parent 
Committee. 

THE 1976 COMMITTEE, when fully formed, shall have a Chair¬ 
man, five Vice Chairmen, and Treasurer; an Executive Committee con¬ 
sisting of the Chairman, Vice Chairmen, and nine other members; and 
eighty-five members at large. The Committee will be self-perpetuating, 
with both its officers and any new members always to be elected by the 
current membership at any given time. And it is the intention of these 
founding members that the Committee will dissolve and go out of 
existence on July 4, 1976.

The American landscape is fairly well dotted with associa¬ 
tions, unions, and committees which have been organized to 
save us from socialism.

And yet there is now a serious question as to whether we shall 
hold on to what they gave us for even two hundred years. 


_- Today there are tremendously powerful and solidly en¬ 
trenched forces at work, right here on American soil, which 
are determined to abolish our nation's independence. These 
forces are now visibly striving to make this once great country 
1 simply a group of provinces under a one-world socialist gov- 
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eminent. At their present rate of progress, and if their care¬ 
fully laid plans and projections are continued, they will have 
accomplished their aims completely by 1976. 

It is the purpose of our Committee to stop this gradual 
surrender of American sovereignty into the grasp of a cruel 
worldwide tyranny We shall strive to halt and reverse this 
insidious change of the once glorious American way of life 
into the deadening stagnation, poverty, and hopelessness of 
existence under police-state socialism. And we too have taken 
1976 as our target date. 

There is great inspiration for all of us in the hope that, 
by just ten years from now. this whole nightmare of insanity 7 
and subversion, which is today the central fact of our lives, can 
already have become only a horrible memory. Within those 
ten years the criminal plotters can be exposed and routed. The 
poisonous vines of collectivism, now slowly suffocating all free¬ 
dom and all individualism on the American scene, can be cut 
back—even if not yet uprooted. When the time comes to cele¬ 
brate the two hundredth anniversary of our national indepen¬ 
dence, we can find reestablished in renewed splendor for all 
the world to see, that great Republic which was created for us 
by our Founding Fathers.

There are many excellent groups at work, in extensive 
efforts to awaken, inform, and alarm the American people with 
regard to what is happening. They are sowing the seeds of edu¬ 
cation, and cultivating the plants of understanding, in many 
areas which, only a few years ago, had been easily overrun by 
Communist trespassers scattering socialist weeds. 
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Without the total of ail this continuing, patient labor, The 
1 976 Committee would have no chance at all of accomplishing 
its objective. For we must gather a particular harvest from the 
variegated fields which these patriots have so industriously cul¬ 
tivated. We shall try to go happily, bringing in the sheaves of 
political grain, out of the slowly ripening crops of sound public 
opinion which dot the scattered landscapes of ignorance and 
confusion. 

In plainer language, we realize that an informed public 
opinion, even while still amorphous and undirected, is a power¬ 
ful force, in any civilized aggregation of human beings. Given 
enough time, even when there is deliberate, cunning, criminal, 
and organized effort to mislead and misuse it, public opinion 
will exert a sufficiently powerful force, on the side of what is 
right, to make the way of the transgressor very difficult. The 
Communists are extremely well aware of this fact of life, which 
is why they intend never to let the eyes and conscience, of public 
opinion quite catch up with their crimes and purposes until it 
is too late. 

But if an arising public awareness and attitude can be 
crystallized behind a political action program, which epitomizes 
in advance the beliefs and principles and fears and desires in 
the total attitude towards which public opinion is slowly grop¬ 
ing, and if that political action program has unequivocal, un¬ 
wavering, and dynamic leadership, the rapid accession of sup¬ 
port to such a program can sometimes become one of the 
amazing phenomena of history. We believe we are in cir¬ 
cumstances today where the opportunity for such a development 
is unusually strong and clear. We think we are in a situation 
where the rapidly mushrooming support of an anti-Communist 
anti-socialist political movement is waiting only for leadership 
of stature, character, experience, determination, reliability, and 
uncompromising Americanism. We make no pretense of offer¬ 
ing that leadership ourselves. But it is our purpose to name the 
leadership which meets all of these qualifications, and we are 
embarking on a ten-year crusade to rally such tremendous sup- 
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port behind that leadership as to enable it, by 1976, to have 
routed’ the would-be destroyers of our nation, and to have re¬ 
stored, strengthened, and started on a whole new era of accom¬ 
plishment, that last best hope of all mankind—the American 
Republic. 


By Filling The Present Leadership Void . . . 

During the spring and summer of 1964 the Conservatives 
of the United States, by terrific labor and sacrifice, won for 
Senator Barry Goldwater the Republican nomination for the 
Presidency. They were able to do this against both the open 
and undercover opposition of all of the so-called Moderate Re¬ 
publicans. Thus was established the first officially recognized 
leadership around which Conservatives could rally since the 
death of Senator Taft. And regardless of what might happen, 
this Conservative beachhead should have been maintained as 
such. Here was the starting point or base on which there could 
gradually have been built enough Conservative political strength 
to save the United States from its continued slide down the 
greased socialist planks into the morass of Communism. 


But if the sound of the trumpet be uncertain, who shall 
prepare himself unto the battle? In the election campaign that 
followed, superficial gestures and pretenses of support, on the 
part of these Moderate Republicans, were obtained by fatal 
concessions as to the style and substance of the campaign. Un¬ 
der the surface, of course, the hostility of most of the Moderate 
Republicans continued, and was made effective in many ways. 
By their attitude and efforts they neutralized a large percentage 
of normally Republican voters and workers in the campaign. 
At the same time concessions made, and the lack of aggressive 
Conservative leadership, seriously dampened the enthusiasm of 
Conservatives of both parties. So the election was lost by a 
huge plurality. But even then the beachhead was still ours to 
command, and keeping faith at this point was probably more 
important to the country than had been the election itself. 
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By the middle of November, 1964, the situation stood as 
follows. It had been proved that a preponderant majority of 
the people who called themselves Republicans in this country 
were still Conservatives. What percentage of the American 
people as a whole would have voted for a Conservative candi¬ 
date who, with united party support, had put up a determined, 
aggressive, uncompromising fight for Conservative principles, 
nobody knew. But the combined power of the money, the 
prestige, and the machinery of the Republican Party was still 
in the hands of those to whom it had been entrusted because 
they were Conservatives. 

What could yet have been done within the next few years, 
from this hard-earned foothold, to build a Conservative Re¬ 
publican Party which could rally behind it a majority of the 
American people, nobody knows. The first task would have 
been to restore confidence in the Conservative leadership, 
which confidence had been so badly weakened by the lack of v 
any real fighf in the campaign just finished. But this required 
only firmness in the new. set of circumstances. One defeat had 
not destroyed the spirit of a vast Conservative revival which 
was in the making. The disappointed but still dedicated Con¬ 
servatives could readily have been given renewed enthusiasm, 
determination, and belief in the cumulative value of- their labor, 
by a leadership which itself showed determination, courage, 
and conyictions. The opportunity was still there to build on 
a position of real and recognized strength. 

Within the next few months, however, that opportunity 
was destroyed. The Conservative leaders, who had been created 
and supported by millions of hardworking, self-sacrificing, in¬ 
tensely patriotic Conservative Americans, surrendered into the 
hands of their Liberal enemies the reins of control, and sinews 
of political warfare, with which they had been entrusted. 
American Conservatives were thus left completely leaderless 
again, and now almost voiceless, in the national political field. 
The resulting frustration, defeatism, and confusion have been 
as bad as anything the Communists could have planned, as a 
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means of eliminating all effective political resistance to the 
socialist front, behind which front the Communists come 
quietly slithering into positions of power. 


And what causes such widespread despondency among 
politically minded American Conservatives is not just the grief 
over so much hard work, and the initial results of that hard 
work, having been wiped out by what seems to them to have 
been a callous indifference to their labors and sacrifices. Nor is 
it just the feeling of now being leaderless. Far more important, 
as a cause of frustration and despair, has been the feeling that 
there was no leadership for the future, sufficiently able and 
sufficiently dependable, which they could see anywhere on the 
horizon. It is our undertaking to remove that basis for pessi¬ 
mism, and to bring to the whole Conservative community of 
our country a solid, unshakable, new surge of determination 
and confidence. 


With A Team You Can Trust . . . 

For there is a two-man team available right now which 
possesses every needed asset for taking on such an immense 
responsibility. We believe that these two men can be persuaded 
and drafted into making an active campaign together for the 
two top positions in the American government—if enough of 
us make clear our belief that their political leadership now 
offers the one best remaining chance of saving our country, 
while there is still time, from subjugation and enslavement by 
the worldwide Communist tyranny. 

It is the proposal of this Committee that all Conservative 
Americans, of both parties, begin demanding immediately the 
nomination and election of Secretary Ezra Taft Benson and 
Senator Strom Thurmond, to the Presidency and Vice-Pres¬ 
idency, respectively, of the United States. And that this de¬ 
mand be continued and increased into so mighty a roar that, 
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by 1968. this expression of the will of the American people 
simply cannot be denied. 


We urge that, to avoid further splits and arguments and 
dissension and dissipation of Conservative strength, this team 
be accepted as the recognized leadership behind which to put 
concentrated and unwavering effort. We propose further that 
this effort be directed, by Conservative Democrats and Con¬ 
servative Republicans alike, at making these two men the can¬ 
didates of both parties for the positions indicated. This is, ad¬ 
mittedly, an unusual course. But our country has never faced 
more unusual circumstances, or greater danger. And since, as 
one famous Conservative puts it, we have now had so much 
bi-partisan treason for the past many years, it is time we had 
some bi-partisan patriotism for a change. 

We are not by any means suggesting the abandonment or 
weakening of the two-party system. In fact, by avoiding the 
temptation of a third-party movement, it is our purpose in 
time to make the two-party system stronger than ever. We 
believe that our course will gradually force a realignment, on 
both sides, of those with contrasting views which have sub¬ 
stance and meaning. And there is nothing unconstitutional, nor 
illegal, nor improper, nor impracticable about wliat we propose. 
We are merely seeking to lift a political movement, which is 
designed to meet a particular crisis, and to be temporary rather 
than permanent, into the level of a national patriotic crusade. 


It may well be that neither Secretary Benson nor Senator 
Thurmond will welcome or approve the activities of this Com¬ 
mittee. But they are both extremely patriotic and soundly Con¬ 
servative Americans, who are well informed about the Com¬ 
munist-Socialist threat to the independence of our country. We 
are positive, therefore, that they will both heed a clear and 
genuine call by the patriotic Conservatives of the United States 
for them to offer the kind of political leadership which is now 
so badly needed. It is our initial function to generate such a de- 
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mand for the BEST team (that is, the B£nson-5trom Thurmond 
team) and for the BEST leadership as cannot be denied. 

Also, it is to be expected that, once Secretary Benson and 
Senator Thurmond have acceded to that demand, they may set 
up political campaign organizations neither connected with, nor 
in any way controlled by, this Committee. But The 1976 Com¬ 
mittee will continue in active support of this project, especially 
in efforts to make the whole campaign an immensely intensive 
and far-reaching educational crusade. In other words, in mak¬ 
ing a national political campaign what it is supposed to be; and 
that is s a means of really informing the public about the issues 
which are involved. 

For this purpose The 1976 Committee , while exercising 
its own careful judgment in the preparation or selection of 
recommended materials, will have no hesitation about choosing: 
from' books or pamphlets or broadcasts or speeches published or 
distributed by such patriotic groups or leaders as (in alpha¬ 
betical order) American Economic Foundation, Americans For 
Constitutional Action, Christian Crusade, Church League of 
America, Conservative Society of America, Constructive Action, 
Dan Smoot, Free Society Association, Foundation For Economic 
Education, Fulton Lewis, Human Events, National Review, 
Paul Harvey, The Bookmailer, The Cardinal Mindszenty Foun¬ 
dation, The John Birch Society, The Manion Forum, Twentieth 
Century Reformation Hour, We The People, and others too 
numerous to mention. 

Our selection and recommendation of one or more pub¬ 
lications of any other organization (or individual) will in no 
way constitute an endorsement of that organization by this 
Committee, nor represent the organization itself as having ap¬ 
proved our Committee. But we wish to bring all truly patriotic, 
anti-socialist, anti-Communist groups and leaders in the United 
States into active support of this crusade if we can; and we 
also wish to obtain the widest possible distribution and reader- 
ship of the most enlightening books and pamphlets available. 
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From time to time this Committee will probably publish 
some further announcements, reports, and brief treatises of its 
own. We shall very early offer for sale, at the lowest prac¬ 
ticable price, campaign buttons, stickers, flyers, small posters, 
and similar materials bearing such slogans as:

EMBARGO AGAINST RHODESIA . 

The President has now allowed (or directed) Ambassador Goldberg to vote in the Secur¬ 
ity Council for the oil embargo against Rhodesia. If this embargo is to force 
Rhodesia back into the British Empire, why is it any business of ours? Would it have 
been any of Spain's business in 1776 to try to force us back into the British Empire? 
If the embargo is to force Rhodesia to grant indiscriminate voting rights to Negroes, 
why is it any of our business? Would it have been any of Britain's business to try to 
force us to grant indiscriminate voting rights to Negroes in the State of Alabama? If 
the embargo is to meet a so-called "threat to peace", who has suggested that Rhodesia 
may attack anyone? On the contrary, isn't Rhodesia in danger of attack from those who 
—are'Host 'loudly^oatTIng~Lrer a'threat" to peace? "If the" President wants- to~concenrdrim— 
self with voting, or other civil rights in foreign countries, why doesn't he do some¬ 
thing about the rights of tens of thousands of political prisoners in Cuba, including 
hundreds of Americans, most of whom are incarcerated under conditions which the Humane 
Society wouldn't tolerate if they were imposed on animals. If the President is con¬ 
cerned about peace, why does he forget that there is no evidence that Russian missiles 
were ever removed from Cuba and that there is substantial evidence that the missiles 
are still there aimed at us? If Mr. Goldberg's vote is a gesture of friendship to 
Britain, why is it a proper gesture when British ships are daily unloading freight in 
North Vietnam and Cuba? In these circumstances, why shouldn't the 90th Congress, as 
soon as it convenes, adopt a resolution censuring the President for supporting the 
embargo against Rhodesia and demanding that Ambassador Goldberg reverse his vote and 
thus exercise our veto against this stupid action of the Security Council? (Reference : 
John T. Salmon, The Conservatives, Savannah, Georgia, 12-30-66.) 

WRITE to your Senators and Congressman and ask that the President be censured for 
by-passing Congress on this important issue and that Ambassador Goldberg reverse his 
vote, which called for an embargo against Rhodesia. 

SOVIETS MAKE OMINOUS GAINS IN NUCLEAR DELIVERY SYSTEMS . 

The Soviet Union apparently has scored a breakthrough in the development of a nuclear 
armed satellite weapons system. The Allen-Scott Report says: "The development of 

—MIRV—multi-warh e a d — inde pende n t t ev o - lv ing-vehdele—i-a—st-reng-ly-indieated—in-the^--- 

Soviets' experiments, according to an analysis by the North American Air Defense Com¬ 
mand. In non-technical terms, the Russians have apparently succeeded in separating in 
flight at a pre-determined time and location, a 'cluster of satellites', each capable 
of carrying a nuclear warhead. Such a menacing accomplishment would enable the 
Soviets to launch a satellite set to reach a certain point over the United States and 
then direct nuclear bombs at targets across the country from New York to California. 
Indicative of the range and danger of this possibility is the fact that fragments of 
the two splintered satellites were found in New York City, Philadelphia, Washington, 
D.C., Miami, Chicago, Omaha,San Francisco and Houston. These dire Russian experiments 
are only part of the Reds' satellite testing over the United States that Is being 
intently followed... In addition to these satellite experiments, the Soviets have 
also, in the past six months, succeeded in altering the protectory of an inter-contin¬ 
ental ballistic missile (ICBM) after it was launched over the Pacific. Members of the 
Senate and House Armed Services Committees, briefed on this new Russian development, 
were told it could nullify proposed U.S. anti-missile missile defenses." 

The above developments, the long overdue admission that the Soviets are deploying a 
third generation anti-missile missile system around all their major cities, and the 
knowledge that it would take the U. S. until 1970 to acquire a similar defense system, 
should at last and at once bring about the dismissal of Secretary of Defense McNamara. 
(Reference : The Wanderer, 11-24-66.)

SAVE OUR COUNTRY FROM WHOLESALE ESPIONAGE . 

Under-Secretary of State Nicholas Katzenbach has, at his own request, tackled the job 
of trying to persuade the Senate to approve the long stalled agreement between the 
United States and Russia to set up Consular offices. In a typical display of imbal¬ 
ance, Moscow has indicated that it will seek to open Consulates in New York, Chicago, 
Detroit and Los Angeles, but our State Department intends to open only one in 
Leningrad . FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover disapproves the Consular pact (Treaty) which 
Was signed June 1, 1964, but was never brought before the Senate for ratification. 

Mr. Hoover is eager to appear before the Foreign Relations Committee to present de¬ 
tails of how the Soviet Consulates will be used to increase espionage in the United 
States, with particular emphasis on Article 19, which grants all employees of Russian 
Consulates immunity from criminal prosecution. Moscow insisted on-'this provision be¬ 
fore agreeing to the Treaty and shocking, but true, is the fact that Mr. Katzenbach 
not only participated in the pact negotiations, but reportedly assisted in drafting 
Article 191 President Johnson has announced that in-.January he "will ask for early 
Congressional action of the U.S.-Soviet Consular agreement". Fortunately, Senator 
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Thomas Dodd, leader of the Senate foes of the pact, has strong bi-partisan support in 
the Foreign Relations Committee-Senators Bourke Hiekenlooper, Frank Lausche, John 
Williams and Karl Mundt. (Ref : Allen-Scott Report, Santa Ana Register, 11-30-66.) 

WRITE to Senator J. William Fulbright, Chairman, Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
ASK that Mr. Hoover and Mr. Katzenbach be summoned to testify at the proposed hearings 
on the Consular Treaty. WRITE also to your own two Senators and state your strong 
opposition to passage of this subversive legislation. 

THE 90TH CONGRESS MUST PUT AN END TO INFLATION . 

The real meaning of inflation is now impressing itself upon the vast majority of 
American people. A recent survey by a National research organization indicates that 
over 4/5ths of the people are worried about inflation and rising prices. A sensational 
expression of concern was the recent boycotts against supermarkets and food chain 
stores in a completely mis-directed protest against high prices. These boycotts fail¬ 
ed of their purpose, for so narrow is the margin of profit in food retailing that a 
cut of a mere Ike on each dollar of sale would eventually drive many food retailers 
out of business. However, until the real cause of inflation is eliminated, we can 
"expecF - that '“food''ah3~"otheif ‘pr ices^w'fri^con't'inue upwar<T as^ they~Kave~for the past 
quarter century—1357. since 1939, according to Henry Hazlitt. 

Indirectly, the housewives’ rebellion against food markets may have aroused the 
general public sufficiently that the latter will begin to question the governmental 
fiscal policies which generate inflation and, if so, the boycotts served the National 
interest. When we are looking for the cause of high prices and the resulting infla¬ 
tion, the real culprit is the government, through its fiscal policies. It has been 
running a deficit in its budget for 31 out of the last 37 years. Its policies have 
increased the money supply and bank credits since the end of 1960 by 527.. When the 
government inflates the supply of dollars and puts more of them into the pockets of 
most of us, it necessarily increases the demand for goods and lowers the value of each 
individual dollar. Now that about 60% of the buying power of the American dollar is 
gone, who is going to stop inflation? Possibly nobody, until people realize that they 
cannot increase their income fast enough to offset higher prices. Those who should be 
most concerned include 120 million life insurance policyholders, 20 million persons 
drawing Social Security, 30 million workers covered by private retirement plans, 
millions of salaried workers such as school teachers and other public employees, 
millions of thrifty people who have saved for retirement and have invested in fixed 
income obligations, etc. These, and others who are convinced that inflation is a bad 
thing, should take action. (References : Henry Hazlitt, Chicago Tribune, 11-11-66; 
Cnesly-Manly Santa Ana Register FL-26-66; Arthur A. Smith, Dallas Mornin g.Ne ws arti c le ^ 
'in Human Events 12-24-66.) ' '

appropriations for Great Society programs, such as the War on Poverty, rent subsidies, 
the Teacher Corps, Demonstration Cities, Domestic Corps, Peace Corps, etc., etc. 

Also, ASK that they look into the actual cost of Foreign Aid and cut back on the pro¬ 
gram, which is scheduled to cost over $10 billion this year, has cost us $152 billion 
since 1945, and is ..responsible for 1/3 of our National debt. ASK that more individ¬ 
uals be encouraged to work and assume responsibility for producing an income. This 
would be a great beginning for the 90th Congress and would help stem inflation. 

ANOTHER VICIOUS CIRCLE—CASTRO EXPORTS TROUBLE . 

Four years ago, the late Pres. Kennedy dispatched a letter pledging prompt removal of 
the Cuban quarantine if Khrushchev would remove his "weapons system’ 1 . Moreover, he 
gave assurances against an invasion of Cuba. From that moment, the Soviets interpret¬ 
ed this to mean go, not home, but ahead . So they built 43 guerilla training camps and 
brought in Viet Cong military instructors. Cuban "volunteers" were taught the arts 
of jungle warfare and guerilla insurrection, then sent to Vietnam. The U. S. State 
Dept, has taken notice of Cubans in Vietnam and has called them "military advisers". 

In Venezuela and Colombia, Cuban-sponsored violence on university campuses and in 
the streets has taken an alarming toll of lives and property in recent weeks. 

Colombian President Carlos Restrepo, in an address to his nation, described "well- 
~Toiown"'and carefully‘identified prolessionai 'agftators" involved in strikes and"'public - ' 
violence "impudently urged from microphones in Castroite radio stations". Throughout 
Latin America, South America, parts of Africa, and now Southeast Asia, Cuban agents, 
agitators, guerilla artists and technicians of all kinds are sowing seeds of disorder 
—and periodically pulling a few triggers. Meanwhile, the United States pours men, 
money and blood into efforts to contain Communism in Southeast Asia, while doing 
nothing to stamp out the viper's nest 90 miles from our own shores. THE PICTURE IS 
OBVIOUS TO EVERYONE EXCEPT THOSE IN WASHINGTON. (Ref : THE STATE, Columbia, So. 
Carolina, reprinted in The Independent American, November-December 1966 issue.)

Peopl* yoractlmoa cut across objectivity in their efforts 
to Impose their own wllL Thiyy forsake truth In their emo¬ 
tional haste; they use smear, generality, disdain, In their de¬ 
sire to destroy. Crying for tolerance for their extreme views, 
they avoid any tolerance for the views of others. 

Recently. Hr. Max Rafferty spoke out against a textbook 
used In California school*. His criticism of the "Land of the 
Free'* was a scholarly work; the criticism of him for that corn- 
moit was the usual smear. One magazine even branded him 
“P hilis tine of the Month,”_and a student publication from one 
of our state university campuses was more vitriolic. Dr. 
Rafferty has one great advantage over both; he displayed 
tremendous personal popularity In his successful bid for the 
office he holds. And he speaks with personal Integrity backed 
by scholastic achievement. 

Thus, when Dr. Rafferty pauses to criticize a textbook 
handed to America's youth as "hislory,” people ll9ten. Here are 
some of his comments on the "Land of the Free:” 

First, he suggests rewriting of many points. He notes 
professional shortcomings apparent to everyone who reeds 
books, such as spelling, Improper Identification of photographs, 
improper position of material in order of importance, improper 
placement of chapter titles, and the like. 

Second, he gets to specifics. Such aa de-^mphasla of use of 
photos of Indians, Orientals, Mexican-Americana, etc, and 
overemphasis of photographic tribute to former President 
Franklin Roosevelt (five photos of FDR against one of Teddy 
Roosevelt). 

He rejects "Trustee for Humanity” as a caption under a 
photo of the United Nations building, without documentation 
In the text He rejects the use of "mob scene" in'regard to 
the Boston Tea Party, and demands that the Inspiring story of 
Nathan Hale not be Ignored, as It is. He objects to olf-hand 
treatment of the Declaration of Independence and Its signers: 
ho suggests that the BIB of Rights and the Constitution appear 
In the appendices. „ J 

Dr. Rafferty suggests that more attention be given, the 
battle of the Alamo as well as Its significance, and he suggests 
elimination of meaningless pictures, such as “Old Bridge over 
Indian Creek"— 7 wherever that Is. 

The State’s chief educator objects to continuous sugges¬ 
tion of the menial background of Negro children, and refer¬ 
ences to white families as "Superior." Where a sub-title to a 
chapter says, ‘The Union was restored, and with It white 
supremacy,'' he objects to Judgment or Interpretation. In the 
chapter on Workers, he approves the story of underpayment 
and overwork for labor, while hlg business grew powerful, but 


added to complete the picture. 

Dr, Rafferty notes also that where Negro leaders are 
discussed, Booker T. Washington plays second fiddle to W. E. 
B. DuBols, “with no mention that he (DuBols) became a com¬ 
munist—a traitor to the freedoms of the text.” And he sug¬ 
gests that Douglas MacArthur and Herbert Hoover might be 
better historical fodder than "Casey at the Bat" Then be notes 
that the Philippines were taker! as a protectorate rather than 
a colony. 

In reference to Cuba, Dr. Rafferty rejects the coverage as 
one-sided, and objects likewise to supposition by authors that 
the United States is a colonial power—'This statement Is libel." 

On the Panama Canal, the educator notes that no men¬ 
tion ia made of previous efforts to build the canal, or the fail¬ 
ures. He notes that the text fails to mention Pancho Villa In 
Mexico, yet he Is mentioned off-hand in a photo caption. And 
a few pages farther on, he finds and deplores “the anti-Ameri¬ 
can slant.'* On the skimpy coverage of Hoover. Dr. Rafferty 
refers pointedly to the accomplishments of the Hoover Ad¬ 
ministration, crying. "Come now, let'B have history rather than 
opinion that damages America and great Americans.” 

In another section (page 539, column 2, line 12) he notea 
that the authors were clairvoyant, and a few lines farther on. 
flndB them making excuses In the Sacco and Vanzetti Case. 
If the authors can read prejudiced minds of Judge and Jury, 
they could read the minds of Sacco and Vanzetti, he adds. 

And he rejects the ides that the New Deal was historically 
an "era of well-being." A few pages on, he corrects the faulty 
diagnosis of tho Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, not¬ 
ing that depositors of member banks paid for bank .'allures, 
not “the government." 

Dr. Rafferty blasts the authors for being "remarkably 
‘soft* on Communist Russia and China,” while failing to point 
out how many people were killed or purged or died In slave 
labor camps. He applauds their treatment of the aggressors, 
Mussolini and Hitler, but wonders at the omission of Russia’s 
oppression of Finland. And he wonders why no mention was 
mode of the American live* that were lost In getting supplies 
to Russia. 

The book. Rafferty notes, carefully tells how many Japan¬ 
ese lives were lott In the bombing of Hiroshima but ft»u« to 
note the loss of American lives In the Pearl Harbor attack 
that launched the war. And, he insists. General MacArthur 
was not forced to flee—he was ordered out by the President. 

And so It goes, his careful page-by-page analysis of the 
book, the continuous slap at Americanism, the lauding of folk 
lingers, the downgrading of President Kennedy, the faulty 
report on Korea, the skimpy treatment of President Elsen¬ 
hower, the laudliig of the "Russian experiment,” and so on. 

According to ail we can find about this book. It la a poor 
and slanted substitute for history. But more important, why 
was It adopted, why Is It used, and why Is It not rejected by 
all of our schools? According to Dr. Rafferty, It Is'being re¬ 
vised, but why should It hive been considered in the first 
{dace? The probable answer, that it was the "best available 
text," Is unacceptable. A nation that can hit a fly-speck on 
the moon can certainly find someone who can tell the story 
about It accurately.

Dr. Max Rafferty, California's State:Superintendent of Schools, lists 


129 separate revisions which he feels are essential. They include the 
complete re-writing of 105 pages, the changing of 48 of the expensive 
illustrations in the book, major layout changes on 82 pages, plus 
additional information to be written on over twenty historical matters 
which the authors failed to mention. Dr. Rafferty also questions 
whether this "slanted", "one-sided"*, "prejudiced" book, filled with 
"editorial opinion with little resemblance to historical fact", can 
be entrusted to authors whose "propaganda editorializing verges very 
close to outright subversion" and whose "bias protrudes so blatently". 


An Evaluation Committee, appointed by the State Curriculum Commission 
and responsible to the State Board of Education, thinks that satis¬ 
factory revisions can be made! This Committee consists of Allen 
Nevins, Professor Emeritus of History, Columbia University, and 
Senior Research Associate of the Huntington Library; Glenn S. Dutnke, 
Professor of History and Chancellor of California State Colleges; and 


Charles G. Sellers, Jr., Professor of History, University of Califor¬ 
nia at Berkeley.

Uncle Sam"j published in the N. Y. Times Magazine Section March 1, 
1950, Dr. Nevins discredits patriotism, love of country and religious 
reverance and represents symbols of loyalty such as Old Glory as the 
objects that "poison the minds of children".

Payroll Taxes 
Go Up, Up, Up 


Even before the next Increase 
In payroll taxes for Social Sec* 
urlty 1 b put Into effect there are 
new tax boosts In the making. 

While employers throughout 
the country were calling on their 
payroll departments to prepare 
for the next round of Social Sec¬ 
urity tax Increase, President Lyn¬ 
don B. Johnson proposed even 
higher benefits. ThlB means, more 
taxes to be paid by both the 
employer and the wage earner. 

The President announced pro¬ 
posals he plans to send to the 
90th Congress which would in¬ 
clude at least 10 per cent more 
In Social Security benefits and 
$100 minimum monthly for per¬ 
sona regularly employed under 
the system 25 years. 

President Johnson announced 
hla plan In a Baltimore speech 
which calls for four proposals to 
revise the Social Security Sys¬ 
tem. He called them minimal 
steps toward "a more modem 
and more realistic Social Security 
System.*’ He said they resulted 
from a study by the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare. 

The President's lour points are: 

1. An average Increase In bene¬ 
fits of at least 10 percent with 
proportionately higher increases 
for those in the lower benefit 
brackets. (His aim, he said, is 
to provide every beneficiary with 
a higher living standard.) 

2. Every worker who has been 
regularly employed under Soc¬ 
ial Security for 25 years years 


or more would be guaranteed a 
minimum monthly benefit of $100. 

3. Recommendation of specific 
proposals materially Increase the 
income of those under Social Sec¬ 
urity who continue to work after 
reaching retirement age. 

4. Hospital and medical care 
coverage to be provided for not 
only the aged, but for more than 
one million disabled Social Sec¬ 
urity beneficiaries. 

It Is estimated that an 
average 10 percent increase 
In benefits would amount 
to $S AO a month 

The increase which both em¬ 
ployers and wage earners have 
to pay for Social Security start- 
lng January 1 is one of seven 
written into the program during 
1965 when Medicare was enacted. 
They run through 1987. 

On January 1, the combined 
rate of Social Security and Medi¬ 
care to paid by both the em¬ 
ployer and wage earned will in¬ 
crease to 4.4 per cent each. This 
Includes 3.9 per cent for Social 
Security and .5 per cent for 
Hospital Insurance. The Hospital 
Insurance | portion is designated 
to support the cost of Medicare. 

There are five more Social Sec¬ 
urity tax Increases scheduled after 
the January l, 1967 boost Even¬ 
tually they will increase upon 
present enactments alone, to the 
combined rate of 5.65 per cent 
on covered wages of $6,600.

Watch for a drive to increase Social 
Security. Treasury officials, it is known, are 
already working on a proposal to finance Social 
Security benefits from general revenues rather 
than through the payroll tax.

Presidcnl Johnson's proposals for ex¬ 
panding Social Security- benefits are mar¬ 
vels of political liming, if not of actuarial 
soundness. H ; s_. statement comes one 
month before ihe November general elec¬ 
tions. His proposals* if adopted, would 
become effective in January 1968, which 
by astounding coincidence is also an 
election year. 

The President suggests that benefits 
be increased by at least 10 per cent, 
and that Medicare benefits be extended 
to disabled workers under the age of 
65. He also would guarantee payments 
of at least SI00 monthly to retired 
workers who had been contributing to 
the system for 25 years. 

A minimum price tag of $2.2 billion 
has been placed on the President’s pack¬ 
age of proposals, of which SI.5 billion 
could be absorbed under present Social 
Security taxes. The remaining money 
would have to come either from an in¬ 
creased payroll tax on a higher taxable 
wage base or from ihe General Fund. 

The Social Security system since its 
inception has become far more “social,” 
with much less “security.” In 1939, 
a worker paid a maximum of $30 a 
year, matched by his employer; since 
that time, benefits have been increased 
119 per cent, while taxes have increased 
480 per cent. 

In 1973 a worker making $550 a 
month will pay $353 in annual .Social 
Security taxes, matched by a like sum 
from his employer. Should the worker 
have a working wife who also would 
pay maximum Social Security taxes, their 
joint annual payments, plus matching 
payments, would total $l,414.40-rno in¬ 
significant sum. 

The young worker of today who pays 
the maximum taxes until his retirement 
in 2010 actually will receive $12,000 
less in benefits than he paid in, exclud¬ 
ing his'employer’s payments. Hisiaxes 
will be used to benefit many of the 22 
million Americans now drawing.Social 
Security benefits who paid in only 
nominal amounts, if any. 

Mr. Johnson’s proposals will give 
Congress a good opportunity to examine 
the program’s shortcomings'. Its 
heaviest burden falls on low and middle- 
income earners, so that a worker who 
makes $6,600 a year, the current wage 
base, pays 4.2 per cent in Social Se¬ 
curity taxes, while an executive with a 
$20,000 annual income pays but 1.38 


per cent. (The executive gets heavily 
soaked, of course, under the federal 
income tax.) 

Congressmen also may want to ex¬ 
amine the effects of increased Social 
Security taxes in encouraging short-term 
unemployment, as employers find that 
a machine that can replace 10 men over 
a 10-year period may represent real tax 
savings. 

Congress may recall that the system 
never was meant to provide more than 
supplementary income for retirement. It 
was not intended as a vehicle for enact¬ 
ing a guaranteed minimum income pro¬ 
posal. For this reason, unions have 
demanded and received substantial pen¬ 
sion concessions from industry, and 
most larger businesses include generous 
retirement plans among their fringe 
benefits for employes. 

At one time, also, workers were 
guaranteed that their benefits at least 
would be as great as their contributions, 
but this assurance was deleted when 
benefits were extended to dependents 
and survivors. 

The lack of public knowledge 
about Social Security has mode It 
possible for politicians to manipu¬ 
late the program into a social wel¬ 
fare scheme. No worker entering 
the work force today can possibly 
hope to gain in benefits the amounts 
he will be forced to pay in contri¬ 
butions. 

The Social Security Trust Fund has 
become a mockery; 17 per cent of the 
government income is derived from So¬ 
cial Security taxes. These taxes are 
spent by the government as ordinary 
revenues to meet expenses, and the trust 
fund now contains only IOUs, which 
are pari of the national debt. The pub¬ 
lic then gets hit twice, first by having 
to pay Social Security taxes and second 
by the necessity of having to pay addi¬ 
tional taxes to cover the interest on the 
national debt. - 

It is easy enough for Congress to 
vote generous increases in benefits with 
an eye toward a large bloc of voters, 
but our generous masters in Washing¬ 
ton may wish to consider that a law of 
diminishing returns operates in politics 
as well as in economics. The benefits 
will go to older elements of the popu¬ 
lation; they must be financed out of 
taxes largely on the younger age-groups. 
Young people vote too; and confronting 
the prospective bill for Mr. Johnson’s 
largess, they may also be heard at the 
polls.

U. N. FAILURES STUN EVEN THE UNINFORMED. 

Every once in a while some trusted official df the United Nations gets so fed up that 
he lifts the lid on what is going on behind the scenes. The latest contribution to 
history comes from a Swedish Major General, Carl von Horn, who accuses the U.N. bureauc¬ 
racy of bungling, empire-building and jealousy. During his tour of duty in Israel, von 
Horn observed that lcnowledgable individuals sized up foreign service in terms of 
financial return, so that each year abroad was worth so much in duty-free cars, foreign 
allowances, special pay, etc. In the Congo, the General experienced difficulties with 
under-Secretary Ralph J. Bunche, xfhora he accuses of meddling in the conduct of military 
matters. His final disenchantment came when he headed the corps of observers in the Arab 
tinder box of Yemen, a mission dropped, due to lack of support by the U.N. in New York. 

von Horn is the third major U.N. official to resign -and unmask its operations. . Lead¬ 
ing the parade was Irishman Conor Cruise O’Brien, U.N. officer in the Katanga Province 
of the Congo. He charged that the U,_N, had falsified fcHe record by "making what had been 
an active intervention by the U.N. look like a defensive action." Next came Hernane 
Tavares de Sa, Brazilian editor and under-Secretary for Public Information. He analyzed 
absurdities in the Secretariat and other U.N. organs. 

Citizens who have been looking to the U.N. to preserve world peace should study the 
record. The United Nations proved unwilling to deal with open aggression by India 
(Kashmir and Goa); by Red China (So. Korea and Tibet); by Egypt against Israel; by the 
Soviet Union against Hungary.

Official Washington ignores the Communist stronghold just 90 miles off our shores. But 
it cannot be wished away and any day we could be confronted with a new crisis from 
Communist Cuba caused by its rapid development as a Russian missile base. Refugees and 
a former foreign official testified of movements of missiles in Cuba measuring 70 to 
80 feet in length and 5 to 7 feet in diameter. This would place them in the category 
capable of attacking targets 800 to 1500 miles distant. Also, there has been an alarm¬ 
ing and mysterious increase in the number of Soviet bloc ships arriving in Cuba. 

General Robert Porter, head of the U. S. Southern Command, testified before Congress 
that during one recent 7-day period, 70 to 75 vessels arrived with vast amounts of 
military supplies and additional soviet troops. The General noted ominously that this 
traffic represents the largest number of Soviet bloc ship arrivals in Cuba since the 
crisis 5 years ago. 

If we listen, the Communists usually spell out their plans and Castro is no exception. 
His blueprint for Latin subversion, made public by him only last month, calls for "two, 
three or many Vietnams. In order to focus destruction on imperialism, we have to aim 
at the head--which is none other than the United States of America." This statement 
leaves no doubt as to the visciousness of Castro's efforts, or the target at which he 
is aiming. Despite the war in Vietnam and so many other potential crises, we must be on 
gua rd to the Communist threat in Cuba.— (Ref : - Cong., R^^L. -Roudebush-Report 6/8/67v)—-

He also 
said that a Soviet announcement naming Yuri Andropov as head of the KGB (Soviet Secret 
Police) bodes more trouble for the U. S. "The KGB has been upgraded", testified Gen. 
Trudeau. "We can expect more espionage, more sabotage, more demonstrations and bolder 
actions by Communist agents, directed centrally from Moscow and aimed primarily at 
Washington... The Communists and other subversive elements are aware that our society 
cannot survive if we continue to tolerate increasing disorders." He also testified 
that, on the basis of his military assignments, "nearly all of the radical student 
organizations, the so-called pacifist organizations and civil rights groups are honey¬ 
combed with Communists." Gen Trudeau advised that since present events have gone far 
beyond-the-right—to-dissentT-'or a tradItTonaT"displayto "publicize grievances, - Congress 
should pass tighter laws against the demonstrators and should see that laws are en¬ 
forced.

A GUN IN NEED IS A FRIEND INDEED. •, 

Rising crime rates have led to heated argument about the need for gun control. The 
debate today is whether the federal government should provide assistance for State laws 
on the subject or set up legislation of its own. Actually, Congress has no authority 
to prevent people from buying and owning firearms. Also, the Second Amendment to the 
Constitution provides that "the right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed." Most of the states have laws designed to prevent firearms from being sold 
to juveniles, insane persons, or people with criminal records, though the state laws 
vary in strictness and enforcement. The New York law, for instance, requires that a 
person apply for and be granted a permit from the state as a prerequisite to purchasing 
or possessing a hand gun. In most states, however, control over gun sales is exercised 
by licensing the merchants to sell firearms and by requiring the sellers to adhere to 
the law in order to keep their licenses. In recent years, state laws governing the 
sale of firearms have been increasingly circumvented by mail order sales of weapons. 


not have to obtain a license in the state where the purchaser lives and are beyond the 
reach of criminal laws of the state to which the gun is shipped. The problem could be 
easily solved, however, because Congress has the power to regulate interstate commerce 
and therefore, can make it unlawful to ship firearms in interstate commerce unless the 
sale is consistent with the law of the state to which the weapon is shipped. 

Congress should require the gun seller to obtain from the would-be purchaser a sworn 
statement that the buyer is not prevented by the law of his own state from purchasing 
the weapon. This should be coupled with a requirement that the seller, prior to ship¬ 
ping the weapon, send a copy of the sworn statement by registered mail to the chief 
law enforcement officer of the area in which the would-be purchaser lives. Failure to 
comply would be a federal criminal offense. Congress should enact legislation (1) to 
support the laws which the people of each state have passed according to their varying 
requirements and (2) to obey the Constitutional mandate that protects the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms. (Ref: Senator Strom Thurmond Reports to the People 6/19/67.)

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Long Hot Summer Begins Civil Rights’ Go wild

As if President Johnson did not have 
enough troubles, he is now faced with 
a Washington “civil rights” movement 
that has gone wild. 

There was considerable concern when 
Stokely Carmichael, the “Black Power” 
and “death to the white man" advo¬ 
cate, announced that he would person¬ 
ally take over the nation’s capital “lock, 
stock and barrel.” This threat of a 
“long hot summer,” personally super¬ 
heated by Mr. Carmichael, sent the 
White House into a tizzy. After all, 
Washington is 65 per cent Negro, and 
“civil rights” anarchy could force Mr. 
Johnson into calling out the troops to 
maintain law and order. 

There were-hopes, however, that 
civil rights leaden would listen to 
reason, leaving to the Stokely Car¬ 
michaels only a lunatic fringe of 
bully-boys and beatniks. But any 
expectations that may have been har¬ 
bored by the President In this re- 
:gard have gone with the winds of 
hate after the most recent demagogic 
episode to shake this city. 

The story, shocking though it may 
be, bears repeating because it demon¬ 
strates the nature of current “civil rights" 
agitation. 

In Washington’s predominantly Negro 

ground was allegedly molested by three 
Negroes. A Negro policeman came to 
the child’s aid, ordering the men to 
leave the playground. Two of them re¬ 
portedly assaulted the officer, threw him 
to the ground, and were attempting to 
strangle him. He drew his gun and shot 
his assailants. Note that everyone in 
this fracas was Negro and that the 
policeman said he was acting in de¬ 
fense of a child. 

This did not deter Julius Hobson, who 
heads ACT. an extremist “civil rights” 
group, from, leaping into the fray. He 
immediately said that the Washington 
police had “declared open war on the 
Negro population,” and urged the city’s 
Negroes to buy guns in order to "pro¬ 
tect”' themselves. At the same time, 
demonstrations demanded disciplinary 
action against the Negro policeman, hos¬ 
pitalized as a result of the beating he 
had sustained. 

The reaction in official Washington 
was one of bewilderment and despair. 
Race had not played a part in the 
episode. The policeman was defending 
a Negro child. Yet he and the entire 
police force were being accused of police 
brutality. The demonstrators, who 
should have commended the officer, were 
instead siding with the men accused of 
trying to “brutalize” one of their own 
people. 

Given this slate of mind, there seemed 
little hope in official circles that any¬ 
thing short of martial law could pre¬ 
vent mass outbreaks in Washington once 
the extremists got to work. Not that 
the majority of the city’s Negroes sup¬ 
port the Stokely Carmichaels. Half the 
private homes in Washington are owned 
by Negroes and many of them hold 
responsible government jobs. They want 
more police protection, not less. 


But a minority, aided and abetted 
by misguided “civil rights” proponents, 
are hiding behind the advance alibis of 
well-meaning politicians—Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey among them. These 
people, who continue to find excuses for 
violence by blaming “social conditions,” 
can put Washington to the torch if they 
are so disposed.

There are daily episodes of young 
people who riot or destroy property 
because they are unable to enter an al¬ 
ready packed ball park or are not per¬ 
mitted to crash private parties. Until 
recent weeks Washington’s liberal admin¬ 
istrators look a permissive attitude 
toward these outbreaks and found rea¬ 
sons why no restraining force should be 
applied to what is plain and simple 
lawlessness, with no conceivable con¬ 
nection to “ciyil rights.” 

The concern by the White House, 
and by Administration officials, comes 
too little and too late. But the change 
of heart i9 real. The White House 
knows that widespread rioting, such as 
Stokely Carmichael is now threatening, 
will do, nothing to enhance the Presi¬ 
dent’s popularity. If he allows it to 
go unchecked, he will be hurt by people 
who are fed up with actions that trample 
on iheir civil rights and endanger their 
lives. If he calls in the troops, as he 
will be forced to do if he wants to pro¬ 
tect the city, he faces charges of “bru¬ 
tality”—or worse. 

This is what has happened to a move¬ 
ment, originally well-motivated, which 
has been encouraged to violate the law 
and which is now controlled by ex¬ 
tremists of the left.

In his, monthly message in the 
June issue of the FBI Law En¬ 
forcement Bulletin, FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover charged that 
statement-? by so-called civil- 
rights leaders pinpointing cities 
where riots may occur this Sum¬ 
mer is an open invitation to hot- 
headsand rabblerousers to “move 
into action.”

"Already hampered by under¬ 
manned staffs, police authorities 
are forced to marshal their 
strength in expected (rouble 
spots and leave other neighbor¬ 
hoods without proper police pro¬ 
tection,’’ he said. 

“In fact, enforcement officers 
spend much of their time pro¬ 
tecting and guarding marchers 

and petitioners.. 

“Some so-called leaders seem 
to ‘blow hot and cold with the 
same breath.'

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Financing the Enemy 

The dean of the American experts on Communist 
strategy, Louis Budenz, predicted in his latest book 
(THE BOLSHEVIK INVASION OF THE WEST) that 
the Reds would try to persuade New York and Wash¬ 
ington to finance our own destruction. Events are 
confirming Budenz’s analysis. 

The Vietnam War is the third most expensive 
war in American history. It is also expensive to the 
enemy. The largest anti-aircraft system in the world 
now protects North Vietnam. Some 10,000 armed 
Soviet missile pads and Czech anti-aircraft guns. 
Polish and Soviet communications systems. Czech 
computers, Soviet and Hungarian radar, supply 
trucks from the Wartburg Automotive Works in 
East Germany and from Russia, and Rumanian gaso¬ 
line and Yugoslav food, travel to North Vietnam via 
Red and allied and even U.S. lend-leased ships.

On Oc¬ 
tober 7, 1966, some 400 items, previously barred 
from export to the Soviet bloc because they were 
considered strategic, were by 
Presidential request, taken ofT the Commerce De¬ 
partment's Control List The President 9&id that the 
Export-Import Bank would be allowed to guarantee 
commercial credits to the Communist countries. 
“This is good business and it will help us to build 
bridges to Eastern Europe," he said. 

Then the Export-Import Bank announced that 
it would finance the sale of about $90 million Amor 
lean machine tools, "sophisticated in design," to 
the Soviet Union for a new truck and automobile 
plant on the Volga. (N.Y. TIMES, 3/1/87) 

Again confirming Budenz's forecast, the front 
page of the NEW YORK TIMES reported (1/16/67): 

"EATON JOINS ROCKEFELLERS t 

TO SPUR TRADE WITH REDS" i 

"The International Basic Economy Corporation, 
controlled by the Rockefeller brothers, and'Towjjr 
International, Inc., headed by Cyrus S. Eaton, Jr., 
Cleveland financier, plan to cooperate In promoting 
trade between the Iron Curtain countries, including 
the Soviet Union, and the United States, Canada and 
Latin America." 

On February 20. 1967, 101 of the largest Ameri¬ 
can banks and investment firms underwrote the 
sale of $500 million of Export-Import Bank bonds., 
These bonds, like the big Export-Import bond issife 
of June 1966, were quickly oversubscribed by Amer¬ 
ican banks and insurance companies. Why? 

Ordinarily, no prudent investor would guaran¬ 
tee payment of the debts of a Red dictator. The Com¬ 
munists have a long record of not honoring their 
contractual obligations; they did not pay any part 
of their lend-leasc obligation of $11 billion. To add 
insult to default, the Communists refused to return 
the ships lent to them, and instead use four of these 
ships to ferry supplies to North Vietnam. 

The largest industrial complex in Europe, the 
great Krupp Company which survived two losing 
wars, could not survive the losses it incurred in try¬ 
ing to "build bridges” to Iron Curtain countries.

Why then do American banks and insurance 
companies rush to buy the bonds of the Export- 
Import Bank? Because these bonds pay higher 
interest rates than do other current U.S. bonds, and 
are "general obligations of the U.S. Government," 
guaranteed by the U.S. Treasury. 

Very powerful forces have decreed that the 
most attractive investments available today shall 
be the; financing of trade with, our enemies. The 
lending authority of the Export-Import Bank has ln : 
creased from $200 million to $9 billion. The 1967 
Economic Report of the President asked Congress 
to increase this lending authority to $13.5 billion, a 
50% increase. I 

The President’s Special Committee on East- 
West trade advised him that "trade with Communist 
countries should not be subsidized.” BARRON’S 
Financial Weekly joins Budenz in saying, "this 
(subsidy) is what we are ready to do." i

Nearly $3 Billion Foreign Aid

There is one thing sure about the Mid- 
East crisis - we bought and paid for It. 
If we Americans don’t learn now that we 
can’t buy friends or peace, then we must 
have holes In our heads. The amount of tax 
money we have squandered on-economic 
aid to the four small disputant nations In 
the crisis is almost one per cent of our 
colossal national debt of $320 billion. More¬ 
over , the total of our aid to Egypt, Israel, 
Jordan and Syria is illustrative of why our 
nation has a persistent deficit in its balance 
of International payments, a deficit mostly 
responsible for the drain on our gold reserves 
and flight from the U.S. dollar. In turn, this 
drain and flight endanger the savings. Invest¬ 
ments and pensions of all Americans. 

Here are the latest figures from our State 
Department on U.S. aid to the four disputant 
nations in the Mid-East crisis: 

Fiscal Years 1946-19W Inclusive 
Egypt $1,133,300,000 

Israel $1,104,500,000 

Jordan $ 572,800,000 

Syria $ 73,300,000 

Almost all this vast amount of Americans' 
hard-earned money was spent on an effort 
to be Ip develop these underdeveloped nations. 
Only a email amount was spent on military 
aid: $11.1 million to Egypt; $27.6 million 
to Israel; $55.6 million to Jordan; and $100 
thousand to Syria. 

Disregard of Olliers 

What Is the net result of our aid? We 
ourselves were placed In danger of being 
dragged into a world war set off by acts of 
violence and prompted by fanaticism and 
belligerence. Only a few; hours spent In see¬ 
ing and listening to the Egyptian, Israeli, 
Jordanian and Syrian delegates at the Unit¬ 
ed Nations Security Council are enough to 
Judge these diplomats’ immoderation, ag¬ 


gressiveness and almost total disregard of 
^ other nations’ security and peace, including 
that of their greatest benefactor, the United 
States. 

Hie combined total population of the four 
nations Is only 39,505,090, according CO the

lion. Yet each disputant has a vote at the 
U.N. equal to that of the United States. 

Insolvent 

Today, despite huge amounts of U.S. aid, 
Egypt Is insolvent and in arrears cn loans 
from the International Monetary Fund and 
4 U.S, Export-Import Bank. Like other socialist 
i heads of state in underdeveloped nations, 
Nasser has a head for Marx but none for 
t sound economics. Had he followed the excel- 
► lent economic advice given to his nation at 
the Bank of Egypt in March 1954 by Dr. 
. Albert Hunold of the Zurich Institute of 
International Affairs, Nasser would not now 
be In the position where he finds it neces- 
•• sary to resort to military blackmail for the 
purpose of extorting money from Ameri¬ 
cans. In the lectures Dr. Hunold delivered 
- at the Bank of Egypt, he predicted the U.S, 
Point Four Program (as our aid was then 
called) would fail. 

What better signifies this utter failure

That's the device usually 
used by officials to prevent the 
disclosure of embarrassing 
facts. In this Instance it runs 
Into hundreds of millions of 
dollars, as the trtal for de¬ 


velopment lending in the cur¬ 
rent foreign aid act is some 
$616 million. 


Section 20Kb) of this law 
specifically states: "Funds 
made available. . .shall not be 
used to make loans In more 
than 10 countries. . .except 
that such loans may be made 
In additional countries after 
at least 30 days shall have 
elapsed following the submis¬ 
sion by the President to the

Rep. Thomson, in an effort 
to get at the bottom of this 
extraordinary flouting of Con¬ 
gress, demanded a detailed 
accounting. After being stalled 
for months, the former Wis¬ 
consin governor finally ob¬ 
tained a list of the 19 addition¬ 
al beorficiary countries. 

But the crucial information 
on how many millions each 
got was declared secret. 
Thomson was told he could see 
the figures, but In no way 
publish or discuss them. 

Reason given for this se¬ 


crecy was that disclosure 
would "cause difficulties be¬ 
tween the U.S. and the bene¬ 
ficiaries because some got 
more than others.” Most of 
the countlres are newly-in- 
dependeot African rations.

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Big Government Grows Bigger 


Even Liberals Now Worry 
About Big Gov’t Dangers 


[The following article is excerpted from 
a recent speech by Mr. Stans, who was 
director of the Bureau of the Budget in 
the Eisenhower Administration and is 
now president of the securities firm of 
Glore Forgon, Wm. R. Stoats. Jnc. Mr. 
Stans is highly respected by Congress 
and is often asked to testify before con¬ 
gressional committees. Leslie A rends of 
Illinois, Republican whip in the 
House, says he considers Mr. Stans “the 
most informed person in the United States 
today on our national fiscal policy.” 


The most astonishing article of the 
year—and one of the most hopeful—has 
just appeared in Commentary magazine. 

What is mo6t astonishing about it is 
not its message but its authorship. Its 
message is that decentralization of gov¬ 
ernment will be “the decisive issue of 
the 1970s.” But its author is Richard 
N. Goodwin, once law clerk to Supreme 
Court Justice Felix Frankfurter, former 
aide, idea man and speechwriter for both 
Presidents Kennedy and Johnson and 
the very model of a leftist. 

And now he warns, quite bluntly, 
that the swift growth of federal power 
is diminishing the significance of the 
individual citizen. Here are a few ex¬ 
cerpts: 

“One need only look at the fantastic 
labyrinth of welfare programs, the mon¬ 
strous incapacities of the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare ... as 
well as the foreseeable futilities of the 
new Departments of Housing and Urban 
Development and Transportation to real¬ 
ize that something is wrong with the 
old approach. . . . 

“Antipoverty and job retraining pro¬ 
grams should be increasingly handed 
over to the community groups instead 
of being drawn, as they new are, closer 
to the federal government. Aid to edu¬ 
cation might well be administered to a 
far larger degree by local boards. . . . 

“Sharing In (he general euphoria 
oT power, the nine Justices of the 
Supreme Court make major political 
decisions, unresponsive to the demo¬ 
cratic process. In secret meetings, on 
Friday afternoons. Both the num¬ 
ber and scope of such decisions 
steadily mount. . . . 

“We can see today how the con¬ 
centration of power over foreign affairs 
in a single man—long a goal of that 
liberal thought which was contemptuous 


Current discussion of 1 government fiscal policy seems to center mostly on 
the question of whether a tax increase or less spending would provide the 
better prescription for the economy for 1967. 

But this issue of whether the economy can be managed by 'Tine tuning" to 
maintain a constant state of prosperity, however attractive that may be, is 
only one small facet of a much larger substance. That larger substance is 
the enormous recent growth of the federal government, and of its taxing 
and spending, and the long-term direction in which it is taking the country. 

There are a few simple figures that set the stage for these views, and 
these data come from the President’s 1968 budget now before Congress: 

(1) Since 1960 the population of the United States has grown by 10 
per cent. 

(2) Since 1960 the personnel comprising the civilian bureaucracy of the 
federal government has grown by 25 per cent. 

(3) Since 1960 the cost of government payrolls, including military, has 
grown by 75 per cent. i 

(4) Since I960 the total of all government spending has grown by more 
than 83 per cent. 

Next, to forestall argument, the effect of the Viet Nam war on these fig¬ 
ures should be identified, and this produces the following: 

(J) The 1968 budget contains S22 billion for Viet Nam. 

(2) Since I960, including that S22 billion, expenditures for national de¬ 
fense are up 68 per cent. 

(3) Since 1960, non defense expenditures of the government are up 97 

percent. 

(4) Since 1960, expenditures for national welfare and health programs 
are up 21 per cent. 

There arc a few more color touches to add to this picture: 

(1) The deficits for the eight years since 1960 will total $50 billion and 
for the decade will probably be about $75 billion. 

(2) The national debt will be up approximately the same amounts. 

(3) Forty-two million' persons now receive regular checks from the federal 
government-cither directly, or from the states under aid programs financed 
largely with federal government funds. 

From these simple figures, some easy deductions can be mad? 

(1) The major thrust o { the higher outgo since 1960 is not due to 

Viet Nam, but is in the civOlan nondefense activities of the 

government. 

(2) Government spending will more than double during the decade of the 
1960s, regardless of the outcome of the Viet Nam conflict. 

(3) There is little likelihood of a balanced budget at any time in the 
foreseeable future. 

(4) There is a strong probability that government spending will double 
again in the 1970s, unless a major change in attitude takes place. 

That means a $30O-billion budget in 1980; while, this may seem extreme 
today, it is no les9 likely thin S160 billion seemed in i960! 

Clearly, a nuclear-size explosion in government spending is ahead. What 
has transpired up to now is merely a prologue (o what will happen in the 
years to come if these forces are not held in check. 

There are some possible antidotes. One is for government to abandon 
the “crash" approach to all the country's problems—the altitude that money 
in unlimited quantities will solve anything overnight. The maximum future 
of our country and its people will require the slow processes of education, 
training, research and development of men and resources. There is no such 
thing as an instant tomorrow. 

Another antidote would be a concerted effort to bring under control the 
proliferation and splintering of federal programs—by consolidating, by fore¬ 
bearing, by transferring to private sources or to lower levels of government, 
by helping the states to do more on their own. A new Hoover Commission 
is badly needed. 

A $300-billion budget by 1980 will provide a lot of government. Do you

Let us hope that they wOl go on 
to ask themselves what has brought 
this Increasing centralization of 
power. It has been the increase In 
government power itself.

CONSTITUTION AI* AMENDMENT TO 
END DEFICIT FINANCING 

Mr. CURTIS. Mr. President. I am 
today Introducing on behalf of myself, 
my colleague from Nebraska [Mr. 
HeubkaL and the Senator from South 
Carolina [Mr. Ththucoud] a proposal 
for a constitutional amendment. The 
objective of this proposal la to end def¬ 
icit financing and the increasing of the 
debt and to force the Federal Govern¬ 
ment to go on a pay-as-you-go basil 
In the absence of war or grave national 
emergency. 

I believe this proposal Is workable. It 
la very similar to a proposal with which 
I have been associated In previous Con¬ 
gresses. It has always been a problem 
•a to how to "leira a constitutional re¬ 
quirement that the Federal Government 
must pay as It goes enforcea ble. Years 
ago the late Senator Harry Byrd came 
up with the Idea that 11 the Congress 
authorized expenditures In excess of es¬ 
timated receipts, the Congress could not 
adjourn for more than 3 days at a time 
until It had taken steps to balance the 
budget. A budget, of couifte, can be 
balanced either by reducing expendi¬ 


tures or increasing taxes. In recent 
yean the Congress has stayed In ses¬ 
sion most of the year. Thus, enforcing 
provisions of the previous proposal 
would not be very effective and would 
have been completely nullified In calen¬ 
dar year 1W3. 

To strengthen the proposal, a change 
In the enforcing provisions has been 
made. This proposal continues to pro¬ 
vide that If the authorized expendlturei. 
are going to exceed estimated receipts, 
the Congress cannot adjourn for more 
than 3 days at a until steps have 
been taken to balance the budget, but It 
also provides that subsequent to October 
16 neither the House nor the Senate shall 
enact any bill' or Joint resolution until 
action has been taken to balance the 
budget. In other words. It would stop all 
other actions Of the Congress until steps 
am taken to bring outgo in line with 
Income. This proposed constitutional 
amendment calls not only for a balanced 
budget but some payment; even though 
small, on the national debt each year. 

Mr. President, this propoeal Is not long. 
I ask unanimous consent that the sig-

THE LIBERTY AMENDMENT 

Here is the full text of the Liberty Amendment — pend¬ 
ing in Congress as H.J. Res. 23 and approved by the state 
legislatures of Wyoming, Texas, Nevada, Louisiana, 
Georgia, South Carolina and Mississippi: 

“Section 1. The Government of the United 
States shall not engage in any business, professional, 
commercial, financial or industrial enterprise except 
as specified in the Constitution. 

“Section 2. The constitution or laws of any 
State, or the laws of the United States shall not be 
subject to the terms of any foreign or domestic 
agreement which would abrogate this amendment. 

“Section 3. The activities of the United States 
Government which violate the intent and purposes 
of this amendment shall, within a period of three 
years from the date of the ratification of this 
amendment, be liquidated and the properties and 
facilities affected shall be sold. 

“Section 4. Three years after the ratification 
of this amendment the sixteenth article of amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution of the United States 
shall stand repealed and thereafter Congress shall 
not levy taxes on personal incomes, estates, 
and/or gifts.”

^KThrougbout America people In Christian ebar- 
ore becoming more and more shocked at 
radical clergymen who condemn our government 
for the use Of violence In Vietnam, bet who con¬ 
done violence and Immorality throughout Amer¬ 
ica.

ing the Rev. Philip Berrtgan, a CtlhoUc priest, 
and the Rev. James Mcngel, a Protestant 
minister. They poured vials of blood over 
draft records - to 'illustrate that, with these 
files, begins the pitiful waste of American 
ami Vietnamese blood.' 

• •The leading role of clergymen In a vine¬ 
yard strike prompted this comment from an 
officer of the Southern California Council of 
Churches: 

“•Many persons have withdrawn their mem- 

In lb* churches because of our parti- _ 


cipauaDn^*™™ >mDdr awn financial support. 

You could say that our Involvement has made 
us suffer.' 

“Similar rebellion Is developing over church 
support being given in some cities to Saul 
Alin sky, self-styled ‘professional agitator’ 
among the poor neighborhoods. 

“A top official of the United Church of 
Christ proclaimed that ‘revolution Is our taisl- 
ness.’ 

“An article In a Protestant magazine, 'The 
Christian Century,' urged churches not merely 
to condone, but to promote interracial mar¬ 
riage. 

“Clergymen wander through ‘hippie* colonies 
In San Francisco and elsewhere, praising teen¬ 
age ‘pot* users as the 1967 version of the 
early Christians. r . 

“Developing Is' a 'new breed' of clergymen 
seeking to plunge their congregations whole¬ 
heartedly into social and even political revo¬ 
lution. Said the Rov. Cecil Williams, of the 
Glide Memorial Methodist Church in San Fran- 
^^isco: 

Hb“W« go where the action Is . • . interpret 
^Hhat the people are trying to say, and make 
darn sure we can translate what they want 
into action.' 

“Such men were the backbone at the nation¬ 
wide Conference on Church and Society held 
to Detroit In recent weeks under auspices of 
the National Council of Churches. 

“Delegates urged that Dot only should chur¬ 
ches bocome 'sanctuaries* for draft ovaders, 
but that they should sponsor a 24-hour general 
strike across the United States should the 
Vietnam, war be escalated sharply." .. 

“Restructuring Society” 

“While deploring violence in Vietnam, dele¬ 
gates held it to be justified In ‘redressing 
wrongs’ at home. Some churchmen felt that 
the 'complete restructuring’ of UJS. society 
might Justify the arming of snipers and incite¬ 
ment to riot.” 

A highlight of tho Detroit conference of the 
I^Kdonal Council of Churches was “a show 
^Hrranged by the arts director of the National 
Council of Churches. The show Included a film 
depicting, In sequence, the profile of a couple 
engagod In sexual Intercourse, a stripper re¬ 
moving her clothes, and the gyrations of a 
topless dancer,’* according to U.S. NEWS b 
WORLD REPORT. 

Every American Christian should be asking 
himself, “How on earth did the National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches ever get that way? How do 
radical clergymen got that way?” 

It's an amazing story, and every American 
Should know It: 

It all Bogan with Dr. Harry F. Ward, professor 
of Christian Ethics at Union Theological Seminary 
in New York City. Dr. Ward had a record of over 
200 Communist affiliations and citations as listed 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activ¬ 
ities of Congress. 


For over 25 years Dr. Ward arranged for young 
members of the Communist Party to go through 
Union Theological Seminary on scholarships to 
become preachers or teachers in other divinity 
schools throughout the country. 

Union Theological Seminary Is Interdenomina¬ 
tional and is the largest Protestant theological 
seminary In the United States. Today more of its 
graduates occupy church pulpits or teach in other 
seminaries, colleges and universities than gradu¬ 
ates of any other theological seminary. 

Proof of Dr. Ward’s Communist connections 
was documented by Joseph Zaek Kornfeder, who 
was not only a Communist, but a member of the 
national committee of the Communist Party, U.S.A. 
and attended the Leuln School In Moscow. He 
testified under oath that In the 1920‘s Dr. Har¬ 
ry F. ward twice visited Russia and discussed 
with Stalin how bo use the American clergy and 
the church to Influence UJ5. foreign policy and 
to further Communist objectives. 

Dr. Ward first became natio nall y known In 1907 
when be founded the Methodist Federation for Social 
Action, which was later listed as subversive In 
the U.S. Government’s book, “Guide to Subversive 
Organizations and Publications.” In 1908 the 
General Conference of the Methodist Church asked 
Dr. Ward to prepare a statement of principles for 
U. Into this statement he combined theology with 
the concepts of Marxism and this caa^e to be 
known as the “Social Gospel.” The Social Gospel 
Is now openly supported by tho National Council 
of Chorcbas. 

In sworn testimony, Kornfeder, the former Com¬ 
munist, told how the Communists and fellow trav¬ 
elers worked inside the churches as religious 
reformers, placing emphasis oc social matters 
and away from spiritual matters. Their procedure 
was to direct the church Into the class struggle 
for Communism. 

Tbair objective was to soften cp the church¬ 
goers for the atheistic approach. First, the people 
accept materialism as an accepted goal at church 
activity; next, they are conditioned to accept the 
rest of the materialistic doctrine which leads them 
to become atheists. The final objective Is to elimi¬ 
nate religion entirely and to substitute Communism. 

For 25 years Dr. Harry F. Ward, as professor 
of Christian Ethics at Union Theological Seminary, 
indoctrinated his graduates In these methods and 
sent them forth to occupy church pulpits or to 
teach In other colleges and universities. Is It any 
wonder that so many ministers today say that 
God is dead or that Jesus was not divine? 

From 1911 to 1944 Dr. Ward served as General 
Secretary of the Methodist Federation for Social 
Actios. Dr. Ward was a founder of the American 
Civil Libe rties Union and served as Its General 


tut iwcui/ revs. : Dsi urgamzauon is 
also described as a transmission belt for the 
Communist Party. (Fourth Report, Un-American 
Activities In California.) 

The Communists frequently honored Dr. Ward 
and pralsod him In their publication, “The Work¬ 
er.” On Oct. 15, 1963, In that Communist publi¬ 
cation, they said: 

“Dr. Ward Is a link between the Christian 
socialist preachers of the late 19tb century who 
sought to end the church's neutrality In the class 
struggle (or subservience to the capitalists) and 
the pastors of the 20th cantury who have Joined 
In humanity's struggle for peace and a decent 
Ufe of brotherhood. Many Christian pastors who 
cast their lot with mankind were inspired and 
taught by Dr. Ward. He mobilized the churches 
and supported the Unionists. He helped set up 
the American Civil Liberties Union In 1920, 
becoming its first chairman. He became a firm 
advocate of friendship with the Soviet Union.” 

Dr. Ward died In Docember, 1966, at the age of 
93. Tho Communist paper, “The Worker,” on 
Dec. 18, 1966, announcing his death, called him, 
“Dr. Ward, Champion of Democracy.” They paid 
tribute to his years of service to their cause. 

Another former Communist and a founder of 
the Communist Party in the UjSjk., Benjamin 
Git low, In sworn testimony, listed eight clergy¬ 
men, Including Dr. Ward, as being principally 
responsible for the infiltration of the churches. 
Dr. Ward hcadod the list as ha, no doubt, did 
moro than all of the others combined. During his 
25 years as.professor at Union Theological Semi¬ 
nary he turned out thousands of young men thor¬ 
oughly indoctrinated in Marxism as “Christian 
ministers,” or as teachers or professors to ir»>« 
young men in other schools. 

Joseph Kornfeder, a graduate of the Lenin 
School of Political Warfare, related bow Georgl 
Dimitrov, the Russian expert on political warfare, 
advised tho school: 

"As Soviet power grows, there will be a great 
aversion to Communist Parties everywhere. So 
we must practice the technique of wlthdrawuL 
Never appear In the foreground; let our friends 
do the work. We will always remember that the 
sympathizer is generally worth more than a 
dozen militant Communists. A university profes¬ 
sor, who without being a Party member, lends 
himself to the interests of the Soviet Union, Is 
worth more than a hundred men with Party 
cards,” (Congressional Record, p. 17719, Aug. 22, 
1958.) 

Our good friend and patriot, Karl Prussion, who 
speed 26 years in tho Communist Party, the last 
twelve of which be was reporting to the FBI, 
nan told many times bow be was offered a schol¬ 
arship as a young Communist to attend Union 
rhoclogical Seminary to become a Methodist mini¬ 
ster. Karl prusskm turned down Ihe offer _b«ausc 
he preferred to remain in the Detroit area as a 
labor agitator. But be knew at many young men 
who went through the divinity school and ware 
placed in Methodist pulpits and In many other 
churches, where many preach today. 


No Christian can follow 
both Christ and Marx! 
But the social Legislation 
that Is firmly demanded by 
the Marxists - both Social¬ 
ists and Communists - 
Is also sponsored by the 
National Council of Chur¬ 
ches.

This reminds mo of a neighbor, a native of 
Arizona, whom I asked if their family supported 
Go Id wafer and who replied, “We would Dover vote 
for him for President • be would have been another 
Adolph Hitler.” 

“Where did you learn that?” 1 asked. 

“In our Methodist church,” the neighbor told me. 

Of course, Barry Goldwaler as an ardent anti¬ 
communist was severely smeared and his char¬ 
acter attacked by men In the clergy who were 
friends of the Communists, if not Communists 
themselves. 

Another Methodist minister. Dr. Franklin Lit- 
tell, who Is now president of Iowa Wesleyan 
College, has said: 

“The 20th contury will stand out as the century 
of the church struggle. And, brethren, it’s going 
to get worse before It gets better.” 

Dr. Franklin Iittell Is the ruthless head of the 
Institute of American Democracy, organized by 
Wafter Reuther In November, 1966, to attack all 
anti-Communist organizations in on attempt to 
discredit them and keep them off the air. Dr. Llt- 
tell has had many Communist-front affiliations. 

For years the radical clergy have used the 
National Connell of Churches as a pressure group 
to influence Congress to pass social legislation. 
They claim to speak for 40 million Protestant 
church members, in a similar way, they will 
attempt to Influence the selection of candidates 
at the national political conventions In 1968. L 
they fall to Influence the choice In one party, 
then they will use their pulpits to smear the anti¬ 
communist candidate, just as they did Senator 
Goldwatar in 1964. Can they get away with it again? 

The American people aro boginning to rebel. 
The recent article In U.S. NEWS A WORLD RE¬ 
PORT gives ample evidence of this: 

“Rank-and-file delegates to the General As¬ 
sembly of the United Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S.A. not long ago over-rode a commlttoe report 
that sought to put the church on record as approv¬ 
ing ‘selective’ conscientious objection. 

. “In Philadelphia, where a staff member of the 
Episcopal archdiocese had been urging young men 
to burn their draft cards, there was picketing by 
irate churchgoers until tho Bishop Issued on or¬ 
der forbidding further acts of civil dlsobodlnncc 
by his staff.

On Nov. 6, 1966, “The (Communist) Worker” 
featured a picture of top u»S. Communists Gus 
Hall and “Reverend” Arnold Johnson ( who holds 
a Doctor of Divinity degree from Union Theo¬ 
logical Seminary) meeting in Moscow with top 
U.S.S.R. Communists Leonid Brezhnev, Mikhail 
Suslov and Boris Pooomorev.

The American Mercury (“Commu¬ 
nism in Our Midst,’’^Summer, 1967 is¬ 
sue, p. 19) 1 was a contributing catalyst 
for the sudden acceleration in schools, 
colleges and civil service of the use of 
mandatory Group Criticism under one 
of the more than 20 different names, of 
which “Sensitivity Training” is but one, 
that this destructive process hides be¬ 
hind. But there is a sense of panic to 
the urgency, as though the start of Sen¬ 
sitivity Training by the Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Department, plus a softening-up 
program of indoctrination in the Long 
Beach Department, topped by a re¬ 
quired “Education Course” in Sensitiv¬ 
ity at Long Beach State College, were 
not enough to give its sponsors confi¬ 
dence. 

The pattern is the same in every 
state and in almost every community. 
One after another, churches, schools, 
teachers’ organizations, and civil ser¬ 
vice departments have yielded to the 
pressures and the suction of Federal 
funds for Sensitivity Training. 

Nature of Group Criticism 

Not surprisingly, the first nation-wide 
warning against the use of what was 
actually Sensitivity Training was sound¬ 
ed by The American Mercury as 
long ago as August, 1957, in an article 
by Jo Hindman called “Discussion 
Groups—A Leftist Trap.” Her warning 
went unheeded. 

As mentioned before, the only real 
name of this process is Group Criti¬ 
cism, defined as “Self-Criticism followed 
by Mutual Criticism, always in a group 
setting.” Sometimes the mutual criti¬ 
cism comes first; but the heart of all 
group criticism lies in this definition. 
This basic essence will occasionally be 
difficult to find when you encounter 
some of the sick, bizarre and Hippy- 
type forms it assumes under the name 
“Sensitivity Training.” To pinpoint the 
essence, you have merely to substitute 
for the word “criticism” the words “rev¬ 
elation” or “confession.” As you will 
see, there are many ways to reveal or 
confess—especially when the subject is 
yourself. 

The "Action" in a Group 

Before we take a look at the people 
and the organizations behind Sensitivity 
Training, it will be instructive to see 
just what happe ns i n a typical “Discus¬ 
sion Group,'” what the “atftiori” is. 

Participants in the group sit in a cir¬ 
cle, usually with no “protective” furni¬ 
ture between, and begin criticizing their 
good points and bad points, their faults 
and shortcomings. Soon the talk gets 
around to personal and family situa¬ 
tions and problems. These “problems” 
become group property, and as the talk 
progresses and the group tries to work 
out solutions, any or all of the follow¬ 
ing results may take place: 

1. After hearing 10-20 others confess 
their “faults,” one is inclined to feel 
that his own aren’t so bad, thus 
encouraging him to accept lower 
moral standards. 

2. Discovery that one’s own or family 
standards are different from those of 
the “group,” creating doubts as to 
whose standards are correct. 

3. Discourages, in fact penalizes, indi-

vidual responsibility and decision¬ 
making, causing one to feel inade¬ 
quate and unable to make decisions 
without approval of the group or 
of the group leader. 

4. Encourages participants to bring 
problems to the group, instead of 
to family or church. 

5. Gives impression that church teach- 

‘""'ings are oia^fasfiionedr “corny," out 

of step with the “New Morality” 
and the times. 

6. Causes one’s family to seem pretty 
"square” compared to the concensus 
of the group. Since all such pro¬ 
grams are “geared to change,” they 
inevitably, unless one is of unusual 
integrity and character, realign loyal¬ 
ties away from family, home, church, 
and cause one to conform more 
nearly to the standards and ideals of 
the group. 

National Training Laboratories 

Where did all this start and who is 
responsible? “ 

The State of Connecticut was the in¬ 
cubator in which The National Train¬ 
ing Laboratories in Group Develop¬ 
ment was bora in 1946, at a special 
meeting of the Connecticut Interracial 
Commission (concerned with problems 


of Negro-White relations); the Connec¬ 
ticut staff of the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews; and the State De¬ 
partment of Education. 

Social psychologist Kurt Lewin head¬ 
ed the Research Staff, which included 
Ronald Lippitt of the Research Center 
for Group Dynamics; Kenneth Benne, 
then of Teachers College, Columbia 
University; and Leland P. Bradford, 
Director of Adult Education Services, 
The National Education Association. 
Names to be reckoned with, since all 
are still very much with us, with the 
exception of Lewin who died in 1947. 

Lippitt, Benne and Bradford carried 
on the work of Lewin by initiating 
“Sensitivity or Laboratory Training.” 
In 1954 the organization name was 
shortened to The National Training 
Laboratories. 

The purpose of the NTL? To study 
and implement that goal of a certain 
type of behavioral scientist —human 
change and how to bring it about. 

Fascinated by their work in what the 
aforementioned type of scientist calls 
“human engineering,” the NTL held its 
first workshop for industrial admini¬ 
strators and national church executives 
in 1956; and in 1958 sponsored its first 
laboratory for educational administra¬ 
tors and key executives of various vol¬ 
unteer organizations. 

Today, with Leland P. Bradford, one 
of the three founders, as Director of the 
_ NTL in Washington, D.C., The Na¬ 
tional Training Laboratories, from its 
labs in Bethel, Maine, coordinates the 
work of several hundred trainers in uni¬ 
versities and training centers through¬ 
out the United States. The NEA also 
works with and obtains assistance from 
The National Institute for Mental 
Health, all of their programs being 
funded by private donors, foundations 
and government agencies. 

Health, Education, & Welfare 

What government agencies? Nothing 
less than the entire gamut of agencies 
encompassed by that super-agency, The 
Department of Health, Education, & 
Welfare, from the National Institute for 
Mental Health (one of whose first di¬ 
rectors was Fifth-Amendment commu- 
nist-frenter, Julius Schreiber), to Har¬ 
old Howe’s U.S. Office of Education, 
and Sargent Shriver’s Office of Eco- 
._^nomic_Opportunity.!__... 

It could not be otherwise. For John 
W. Gardner, the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, is also the au¬ 
thor of one of the definitive books on 
social and personal change: Self-Re¬ 
newal—The Individual and the Inno¬ 
vative Society. Colophon Books: 1963. 
A sly, softly-written poison, with such 
statements as, “the only way to con¬ 
serve is by innovating,” and his con¬ 
stant repetition of the need for our so¬ 
ciety’s renewal, regeneration, renova¬ 
tion, rebirth—exactly the acknowl¬ 
edged theme of the communist brain- 
washers who would have us all reborn 
into “The New Soviet Man!” 

In referring to morals, Gardner says: 
“The one who must make the effort is 
the man who seeks to create a new 
moral order.” And, “... the individual 
who, out of sheer habit, applies ridicule 






to any and all expressions of moral 
earnestness (the Filthy Speech Move¬ 
ment?) is as old-fashioned as rumble 
seats and bathtub gin!” To which we 
may ask: what morality would you 
like today? 

The Change Agent 

But it is to a book by another of the 
original founders of the NTL, Ronald 
Lippitt (assisted by Watson & West- 
ley) that we must turn for the most sin¬ 
ister development of all: the “Change 
Agent.” In this book, The Dynamics of 
Planned Change — (Harcourt, Brace 
& Co.: 1958), we see planned change 
defined as: “Change which derives 
from a purposeful decision to effect im¬ 
provements in a personality system or 
social system.” 

He does not say which Omnipotent 
...Being will tell us what is and is not- an 
improvement. But he does tell us about 
the Change Agent, a term adopted by 
the NTL staff as early as 1947. Spe¬ 
cifically, the Change Agent is someone 
outside the system (business, civil ser¬ 
vice department, police force to be 
changed), and who, after training at 
one of the labs, helps make that 
change. An agent may be a psychia¬ 
trist, clinical psychologist, social worker, 
human relations expert, parent educa¬ 
tor, marriage counselor, or mental hy¬ 
gienist. Or, without the need for ad¬ 
vanced degrees, leadership trainers, dis¬ 
cussion specialists, conference experts 
and job supervisors. 

Added Pressures 

That of job supervisors is a beautiful 
touch. For pressures are thus added, in 
addition to those already mentioned as 
the “action” in a group, to include: 

1. Avoiding the disapproval of the 

_ boss. _ _ _ _ 

2. Threatened loss of status. 

3. Fear of attack from competitive 
co-workers. 

4. Career jeopardy. 

5. Loss of confidence in ability to do 
job. 

All of these the participant who 
wants to resist, to stand up for his in¬ 
dividuality as a human being, is threat¬ 
ened by. 

Incidentally, Lippitt, pages 26-27 of 
his book on Planned Change, thinks 
that Marxist agitator Saul Alinsky, with 
his grass-roots “People’s Organizations,” 
is the Change Agent Supreme —a man 
who understands the “need for new foci 
of power” and “reorganization of the 
community system.” 

The Cultural Island 

To make this threat very real and to 
help break down resistances, organiza¬ 
tions have taken to heart the Number 
_One Rule of the communist brainwash- 
ers: “Remove the target from his accus¬ 
tomed surroundings, supports, and in-, 
fluences.” How is this done in Los An¬ 
geles, California? The supervisors and 
their Change Agent go to what the trade 
calls a “Cultural Island,” a brainchild 
of NTL Director Leland P. Bradford. 
So off to Palm Springs they go, for a. 
three day conference of small groups 
at a choice motel. Or to Lake Arrow¬ 
head or The Esalen Institute at Big Sur 
— any place that is a change, since this 
encourages further “changes.” 

The Esalen Institute is particularly 
fitting, since it is a favorite haunt for 
“Sensitivity-bug members" of the ACLU 
in the San Francisco area—and now 
includes on its staff an exchange-pro¬ 
fessor from communist Czechoslovakia 
—Dr. Stanislaus Grof! 


Law Enforcement Assistance Act 

The Department of Justice and its 
newly formed Office of Law Enforce¬ 
ment Assistance (OLEA), is the source 
of the police community relations pro*. 
gra'ms first announced by the then At¬ 
torney-General Katzenbach on August 
17, 1966. Put out by the Harvard Busi¬ 
ness Schools, and first sponsored, in¬ 
terestingly enough, by B’nai B’rith of 
the Anti-Defamation League, this pro¬ 
gram involves the police of 60 cities 
with populations of over 150,000. 

To my knowledge at this writing, full- 
scale Sensitivity Training, backed by 
Federal funds, and using the name 
“Human Relations,” has only involved 
the Los Angeles Police Department so 
far. This has been admitted by both 
Chief Thomas Reddin and Deputy Chief 
Houghton. But most of the 59 other de¬ 
partments— including - Long - Bea'ch’ "and" 
New Orleans, have had the initial 
softening-tip process of lecture-foliowed- 
by-large-group-discussion that was used 
on American prisoners in Korea before 
intensive small grouping began. 

White House Conference 

The real impetus to the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment’s involvement in and support 
of “Sensitivity Training,” was at the 
Golden Anniversary White House Con¬ 
ference on Children and Youth which 
opened March 27, 1960. Keynoted by 
an address by John W. Gardner, the 
plans for the present day’s aggressive 
student political action, community ac¬ 
tion programs, racial integration pro¬ 
grams, and the human relations pro¬ 
grams aimed at the police, were for¬ 
mulated at that conference. 

Two broad recommendations were: 

A. That “intergroup relations educa¬ 
tion be emphasized.” 

-B . - Thot “ national-effort-be—directed- 

toward preparing trainers at re¬ 
gional, state, and local levels!” 

But the first recommendation of all 
was the most far-reaching and reveal¬ 
ing: 

“That the Forums of the 1960 White 
House Conference on Children and 
Youth endorse the United Nations Dec¬ 
laration on the Rights of the Child.” 

Thus Gardner and Harold Howe II, 
now U.S. Commissioner of Education, 
along with William G. Carr, Executive 
Secretary of the NEA, led the confer¬ 
ence into unity with the New Morality 
first expounded by G. Brock Chisholm 
as Director General of the UN World 
Health Organization in 1948! 

NEA Convention 

This development progressed even 
further at the National Education Asso¬ 
ciation Convention at Detroit in July, 
1963. There, William G. Carr, promot¬ 
ed "to Secretary’ General’ of "the’"World ’ 
Confederation of Organizations of the 
Teaching Profession (those titles!), was 
joined by such men as Victor Reuther, 
assistant to his brother, Walter, United 
Auto Workers; and Adam Yarmolin- 
sky, at that time with the Department 
of Defense. Most interesting of all was 
the presence of Warren G. Hill, co¬ 
author of an NEA special report called 
Change and Renewal. 

Stressing that most difficulties for 
change are foreseen as “not with the 
children—but with adults,” the con¬ 
vention culminated in a report with a 
title worth a thousand words: Educa¬ 
tion For Freedom and World Under¬ 
standing. It may be summed up as: 


“Belief in nothing for the purpose of 
disagreeing with no one, helped by a 
trainer and a small group in the hope 
for non - violence, one - world, and 
‘peace.’ ” ’ • 

Council for Public Responsibility 

Though this, process has touched 
every state, the battleground is present¬ 
ly centered in California. There on 
April 2, 1967 was announced the for¬ 
mation of a statewide organization “to 
combat extremists," The California 
Council for Public Responsibility. Mem¬ 
bers of the board of sponsors include, 
not only Harry S. Ashmore, a director 
of the Leftist Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions, but the two 
chief advocates of Sensitivity Training 
'in' California: Dr." Richard E. Farson, 
founder and director of the Western Be¬ 
havioral Sciences Institute, and Carl 
Rogers, resident fellow of that institute 
and the man who believes that every¬ 
body (our entire population) is in need 
of group therapy! So far the “extrem¬ 
ists” they have chosen to fight are the 
John Birch Society, George Wallace, 
and State Senator John Schmitz. 

All of which explains the rash- of 
groups that has broken the surface in 
California—like a pestiferous disease. 
The Hippies, of course, couldn’t live 
without their “pot” and Sensitivity 
Training. Their Underground papers, 
such as The Free Press, advertise Sen¬ 
sitivity groups constantly. But other¬ 
wise sensible-appearing people, “White 
Collar Hippies,” also indulge in such 
perversions as “Non-verbal” sessions, 
“Body Awareness” groups, where the 
accent - is "bn" feeling each other, and ~ 
even “Nude Marathons” lasting three 
days and combining all of the above — 
such as actually happened at Deer 
Park, California, June 16-18, 1967! 

Yet it is people like these who insist 
that our police and teachers, yes, and 
our children submit to Sensitivity Train¬ 
ing! 

What Can You Oo? 

Evict-by-ballot the entire “liberal” 
administration, a change that would 
horrify the Change Agents among us, 
who undoubtedly would consider it a 
counter-revolution—as indeed it would 
be. 

But that’s for November. 

For the here and now you can attack 
the weakest link in the chain of control 
that daily binds us tighter: the use of 
tax money to fund Sensitivity programs 
for City, County, State and Federal 
employees. — . 

1. It is illegal in all states to use 
mandatory group therapy, under what¬ 
ever name it may be called, upon pub¬ 
lic employees with the use of tax funds. 

2. The use of tax funds to create, or 
cause to create’, changes in personal val¬ 
ues, beliefs and opinions, is clearly un¬ 
constitutional. 

This is your weapon—use it now! 

Or else the Agents of Change will 
subvert the law itself, and what remains 
of our Constitution, to bind you and 
your family forever in a network of 
total control. jj y g D Dieckmann, Jr.

SENSITIVITY TRAINING 


R ecently State Senator John G. 

Schmitz told me, in discuss¬ 
ing a social phenomenon that 

has spread like cancer, not only 
throughout California, but to every 
State in the Union: “It appears to be 
aimed at destroying the independence, 
self-confidence and self-reliance of the 
individual — the foundations of both 
liberty and good government.” 

He was referring to that perversion 
of group therapy: “Group Criticism”— 
a method of social control through so¬ 
cial pressure that is used by every com¬ 
munist regime in the exact form now 
spreading throughout “our Nation. Only 
it is iiever called Group Criticism — 
but something dear to the hearts of 
guilt-ridden liberals. “Human Rela¬ 
tions,” perhaps, or “Operant Condi¬ 
tioning.” Most often of all, however, 
you will hear it called “Sensitivity 
Training.” 

Not Entirely New 

Now as many who read this will rec¬ 
ognize, this process, usually under the 
name Sensitivity Training, has been 
around for several years, ever since so¬ 
cial psychologist Kurt Lewin developed 
the idea in the eariy 1950’s. Industries, 
businesses, groups of professional peo¬ 
ple such as doctors, lawyers, architects, 
have submitted to it on a voluntary, 
short-term basis where its destructive 
effects would not be widespread — al¬ 
though many who participated still do 
not speak to each other to this day. 

But today there is a new generation 
=———and - the situation, backed-as -will 
be shown, by communists and commu¬ 
nist influences, is much worse. 

Sessions of so-called Sensitivity or 
Group Criticism (its only correct 
name) have invaded California with a 
vengeance. 

Dr. James Bugental, of Psychological 
Service Associates. Los Angeles, says, 
“California is a hotbed of such groups." 

Sessions take place in private living 
rooms anywhere from San Diego to, 
of course, Berkeley. Or the “scene,” 
as some devotees call it, may be a 
hall or lounge at UCLA’s Conference 
Center at Lake Arrowhead; the 
Western Behavioral Sciences Institute 
at La Jolla; a conference of business 
executives at a “retreat” in Ojai Val¬ 
ley; or simply a meeting of students 
at San Diego State College. 

The Esalen Institute at Big Sur is a 
favorite location for many avante-garde 
, artists,_ writers and “ liber al .intellectu¬ 
als.” 

But that is not all. The process has 
made a beachhead in State Civil Serv¬ 
ice, notably in the Departments of 
Mental Hygiene and Corrections — 
where it is used on the staff, not the 
inmates, on a mandatory basis. 

Bui what is this Group Criticism — 
this "Sensitivity Training"? 

Actually it hides behind nearly twen¬ 
ty names, depending on the mood of 
the “intellectuals” who push it and the 
type of “audience” they have picked 
for a target. For example, in the com¬ 
munist police states behind the 6000 
mile stretch of the Iron and Bamboo 
Curtains, it is known, without the need 
to disguise its true nature, as Self- 
Criticism. 

Modem Origin 

Group Criticism, defined as “Self- 


“With so much talk about 'group psy¬ 
chology’ and ‘peer group adjustment’ and 
'group recreation’ and more recently'group 
therapy, ’ we are beginning to wonder what's 
happened to the poor unfortunate individual. 

“This country was founded and settled 
not by groups, but by individuals—some of 
them pretty rugged ones. We owe our great¬ 
ness and our liberty to the fact that each 
man was important in himself—a unique and 
precious thing. It’s up to the schools to 
keep it this way. 

“That's why we take a pretty dim view 
of such things as ‘group psychological test¬ 
ing' and ‘group counselling' in some edu¬ 
cation today. Sure7~i't — cost's more to'deal, 
directly with the individual than to lump him 
in a mass and deal with him that way. Your 
doctor could treat your ailments more 
cheaply, too. no doubt, if he could diagnose 
and prescribe medicine for a whole crowd 
of you at one time. But who wants this kind 
of medicine? . . 

Dr. Max Rafferty, Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and Director of Education for the State of California, 

Criticism followed by Mutual Criti¬ 
cism, always in a group setting,'' origi¬ 
nated at the time of the Twelfth Anni¬ 
versary of the Russian Revolution in 
1929. Included among the party slogans 
that year was: “Through Bolshevist 
self-criticism We will enforce the dicta¬ 
torship of the proletariat.” 

Called Sama Kritica, it was inspired 
by the Party advisers, the dreaded 
G.P.U., or communist secret police. 
Briefly the mechanics were as follows: 

_The entire, population, would be div- _ 

ided into small groups or “collectives” 
of ten to twenty persons each, which 
would meet regularly on a mandatory 
and permanent basis so that no mem¬ 
ber would have any real life outside 
the group. Each group would sit in a 
circle, members facing each other with¬ 
out any “protective” table or other fur¬ 
niture between; then each would take 
his turn criticizing himself, his faults 
and shortcomings, no matter how trivi¬ 
al. Each would be encouraged to be 
“frank” and tell exactly how he felt 
about the other members, who would 
then criticize him. 

The object? To locate faultfinders 
and originators of trouble. To uncover 
any individualists, original thinkers, 
possible future agitators. The practice, 
of course, created a spirit of distrust 
and fear among the people, isolating 
each from every other. And it was fur- 

_ ther affirme d by . the s ecret polic e, h u-_ _ 

man nature being what it is, that most 
of so-called Self-Criticism would be 
aimed, not at the self, but at the other 
fellow. 

The result? Police state control, ar¬ 
rests and disappearances, usually after 
a “frank” criticism session; and frozen 
fear and terror among those who re¬ 
mained. 

Today in California 

In California, as you read this, the 
exact process is taking place in the De¬ 
partments of Corrections and Mental 
Hygiene, as I have mentioned. The ses¬ 
sions are mandatory and, instead of 
arrests and disappearances, the dis¬ 
pleasure for individualism comes forth 
in poor employee performance ratings. 

Just this last December George 
Robeson, courageous columnist for the 


Long Beach Press-Telegram, discover¬ 
ed that a program of so-called Sensitivi¬ 
ty Training or “T-Group Training,” 
was in full swing in the nearby Los 
Altos YMCA. Several “retreats” had 
been held in the mountains at a “Y” 
camp. One 19 year old boy, after a 
five-day retreat, has suffered recurrent 
emotional distress, although his group 
session took place over a year ago. 

Alarmed, Dr. Michael J. Singer, 
Long Beach psychiatrist, said: “There 
is danger of serious psychological dam¬ 
age rather than benefit from this type 
of group ... meeting.” '. 

But the_staff of the YMCA, none of 
whom is a qualified psychiatrist or 
group therapist, replied: “T-groupirig 
will establish a climate of trust and 
openness which allows young people to 
experience acceptance, support, love 
and appreciation for their self-worth, 
as well as democratic processes.” 

Democratic processes. Sound famil¬ 
iar? As. for instance, the “People’s 
Democratic Discussion Groups” of Red 
China and North Viet Nam. 

Left implicit in Robeson’s two col¬ 
umns was the question: Why group at 
all, if the children are normal? 

Dr. Carl Rogers, of the Western Be¬ 
havioral Sciences Institute, La Jolla, 
and one of the foremost exponents of 
grouping, has said that: “If therapy 
is good for people in trouble, then it 
is bound to be as good or even better 
for people who function well.” 

This astounding statement has an 
origin which we will take a close look 
_ atrBuTfirsTirwiirbe""instructive _ to list ~ - 
the three main points of this pervasive 
form of Group Criticism that Dr. Rog¬ 
ers calls Sensitivity Training. 

Three Main Point* 

1. “The atmosphere helps partici¬ 
pants to open up their behav¬ 
ior to examination by them¬ 
selves as well as by others. 

2. . . . the first step is to unfreeze 
the old values. 

3. Gradually members unlearn the 
inappropriate reactions and find 
the courage (it’s really called 
that!) to experiment with new 
responses. 

While you wonder which totalitarian 
liberal will tell you what the “appro¬ 
priate” response is, I can point out thal 
the above forms a classical definition 
and analysis of Brainwashing, as both 
Major William E. Meyer and Edward 
Hunter have analyzed and defined that 

process m .___ . 

Each also pointed out that, among 
American prisoners during the Korean 
War, the constant Group Criticism 
created havoc in group relations, mak¬ 
ing three out of every four men infor¬ 
mers on their countrymen, preventing 
any escapes, since to escape takes 
teamwork and men who have torn 
each other apart before others in a 
group learn only to bate and distrust 
each other. 

But let us examine the origin erf Dr. 
Rogers’ rationalization that what he 
chooses to euphemistically* label 
“therapy” is better for the normal than 
for the sick. 

World Health Organization 

It is well known that when the 
United Nations brought the World 
Health Organization into existence in 
February 1948, it was convicted com- 





mumst traitor Alger Hiss who gave it 
its initial impetus in the March .1948 
issue of the magazine International 
Conciliation. Hiss, while neither he nor 
anyone else has ever been able to de¬ 
fine mental health, did manage to de¬ 
fine “health.’ 1 In order to give the wid¬ 
est latitude to World Government 
planners to fit all mankind into a com¬ 
mon mold, Hiss stated that: “Health is 
a state of complete physical, mental 
and social well-being, and not merely 
the absence of disease or infirmity.” 

The plan was then enlarged and re¬ 
fined by the notorious communist 
sympathizer, Canadian psychiatrist G. 
Brock Chisholm, assisted by Dr. Daniel 
Blain, who was Director of California’s 
Department of Mental Hygiene until 
1963^Tegether they reached “two con¬ 
clusions: 

■' 1 — T. Tfetthe-UnitcdStates - has an- r ' 
enormous mental health protn 
km. 

2. That this problem can be solv¬ 
ed by the use of government 
clinics. 

Chisholm followed this by the out¬ 
right declaration that: “Universal men¬ 
tal health means one world.” And, for 
the treatment of the “sick world” in 
Older to achieve this goal. Dr. Chis¬ 
holm put near the top of his list what 
he chose to call “group therapy.” 

But it was Di. Blain who, after help¬ 
ing formulate the World Citizenship 
Credo, told us exactly who the bene¬ 
ficiaries of that “therapy" would be. 

Dr. Blain, "Prevention of mental 
illness is the primary goal of the gov¬ 
ernment clinic.” 

In other words, attention would be 
shifted from the abnormal to the nor¬ 
mal! Which means that everyone sup¬ 
posedly is in need Of Group Therapy, 
Criticism, or Sensitivity. 

Naganol Training Laboratories 

As a result of the groundwork laid 
by Blain, Chisholm, and Hiss, the 
National Education Association has 
been pushing Croup Criticism for the 
normal since 1955. For the NEA this 
is only natural, since it has been die 
stronghold of the John Deweyite, group- 
centered “progressive educationists” for 
many years. The actual missionary 
work and spreading of the "faith” is 
done by a division of the NEA, The 
National Training Laboratories, with 
headquarters at 1201 16th Street, 
N.W.y Washington, D.C., with a branch 
laboratory at Bethel, Maine. It is the 
NTL, under Director Leland P. Brad¬ 
ford, Ph.D., that sponsors Sensitivity 
Training at the Western Training Lab¬ 
oratory, U.C. at Berkeley; at U.C.L.A.’s 
Neuropsychiatric Conference Center, 
Lake Arrowhead; at La Jolla, Big Sur, 
and even at Boston University, — to

The process is increasing rapidly in 
scape. State College at Long Beach 
has actually started on an accredited 
course in Sensitivity Training. And 
many California colleges and univer¬ 
sities now have what are called “Syn- 
anon Games Clubs,” (after the- group 
process used at Synanon, the Narcotics 
Treatment Center at Santa Monica). It 
has become a student fad from Ber¬ 
keley to Sonoma State, Cal-Westem, 
San Diego State, and San Fernando 
Valley State, to USCs School of Law. 
Some An Mandatory 

Most are voluntary, to spread the 
faith until such time as it becomes man¬ 
datory, as it already is in the Depart¬ 
ments of Corrections and Mental Hy¬ 
giene, with the Parole Departments of 
Michigan, Utah and Oregon pl anning 
to start Sensitivity Training programs 
in the near future. 
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Already, with the accent on commu¬ 
nity relations and q new “image” for 
our police, the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment has weakened under liberal 
pressures — and will start mandatory 
Sensitivity Training, under the name 
Group Dynamics, at its Police Acad¬ 
emy this year! 

Since the effect of continued Group 
Criticism is to destroy group loyalty, 
making enemies of all members of the 
groups, it need hardly be said that if 
a police department surrenders to 
grouping its men,. the Leftists do not 
need a Civilian Review Board! 

As one business executive at Doug¬ 
las Aircraft said of Sensitivity Train¬ 
ing: “If everybody Is going to know 
everything about everybody else, the 
result could be a definite deterioration 
in personnel attitudes.

For several months I have been re¬ 
ceiving reports from well-informed and 
reliable sources about a practice called 
“sensitivity training" which has been used 
here in California in the state Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections, in certain large busi¬ 
ness corporations, and in YMCA groups 
of high school students. Sensitivity train¬ 
ing has already been made mandatory on 
a continuing basis for many California 
parole officers and their office staff. 

These reports aroused my deep con¬ 
cern from the beginning, because this 
“sensitivity training" employs almost ex¬ 
actly the same method that was used to 
brainwash American prisoners of war in 
Korea — organized “group criticism." 

Group criticism compels the -articipant 
to bare his soul before 10 15 other 

persons who are required to do likewise, 
under the direction of a group leader. The 
individual is pressed to seek out real or 
imagined shortcomings in his per so n ality 
and in his thinking, to humble himaelf 
and give up his independence of mind 
and judgment, to make himself utterly de¬ 
pendent on the good opinion of the others 

_in the group a nd, the le ader of the group, 

—- '■'In time'tfiu eats away the very foun¬ 
dations of individual resistance to indoc¬ 
trination and outside control. Group 
critciun is used regularly and scientifical¬ 
ly for this purpose in every communist 
country. In the North Korean prison 
camps it syste m a tica lly broke down the 
self-confidence of American prisoner* 
and their trust in one another aa individu¬ 
als and as Americana. 

On March 27th a newspaper report re- 
vealed that a sensitivity training program, 
financed in part by the U.S. Office of 
Education, has been proposed for the 
schools of Garden Grove. The group criti¬ 
cism sessions will include teachers, school 
counselors, and tefiiUsd cNOdrra whom 
they acted awl aapd to attend. Over 
7500 leventh-gnde and eighth-grade boys 
and girls in Garden Grove schools we 
thus to be exposed to the same kind of 
psychologies! pressures which broke 
strong men in Korea and have driven 
seasoned parole agents m Los Angeles to 
the verge of nervous breakdown. 

The news story stated that Garden 
Grove school officials expect “routine ap¬ 
proval" of this plan. 

I am confident that Orange County 
^parents will Dot .submit so tamely to 
great a threat to their children. For if 
your child thinks for hm»eif and takes 
pride in himself, if be respects otmd 
moral values, if be dares to be right 
when the majority is wrong — then “sen¬ 
sitivity training” is like a gun aimed at 
bis bead. 

This vicious program can be blocked 
if only enough Orange County people 
know what is happening, and tell their 
friends and neighbors. Many might write 
to our fine Orange County School Super¬ 
intendent, Dr. Robert Peterson, and ask 
his help in the fight against it Thom who 
live in Garden Grove should write, phone 
or visit its school officials to demand that 
they never introduce “sensitivity training." 
To the best of my knowledge this is the. 
first attempt to require group critic ism 
for children si any public school in Amer¬ 
ica. We must crush it, under the weight 
of a united public opinion before it has 
become a rooted destroyer of the best in 
our children.

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Group criticism discussions,, better known as “sensi¬ 
tivity training” as well as having numerous other titles, are 
being used in schools, youth groups and other organizations 
with increasing frequency. 

11 Group criticism sessions involving usually 10 or 20 
persons .meeting at regular intervals (and sometimes in 
“marathons” of 24 to 48 hours) 1 are aimed at changing 
individual “behavioral patterns.”. In other words, the moral 
concepts, for instance, which have been taught in the home 
and church are challenged. This is termed “unfreezing the 
old values.” The idea then is to encourage group members 
to “have the courage” to experiment with “new responses.” 

In these sessions the group members are usually urged 
cby_the-i£leader—or ^trainer—to-be ^honest”-and “frank” in 
criticizing themselves and each other. The effect is to create 
doubt in one’s mind as to the soundness of his sense of 
values and, in. the case of young people, to drive a wedge 
between them and their parents (and their “outdated” sense 
. of morality). , 

) * * * 

It should be clearly understood that group-criticism is 
not the same as group therapy. The latter takes a person 
with an acute problem such as drugs, alcohol or some other 
problem and utilizes the strength of group interaction to 
help the individual to rise above his weakness. Group 
criticism, on the other hand, focuses the scrutiny of the 
Swrop on ;the personal convictions,of the..individual, and. 
seeks to undermine them if possible. j* 

Group criticism" is a form Of invasion of-privacy. If 
the individual yields to the insistence of the leader or trainer 
or other members of the group that he tell his innermost 1 
feelings he usually finds, on more sober reflection, that he 
has said more than he should, and he has revealed intimate 
^matters = that.inayJend.t.o_debase.and_emb.arrass him._ThisJ. 
| realization often creates a feeling of resentment and hos-1 
tility toward other members of the group for having virtu¬ 
ally forced this public “confession.” 

Although the stated purpose of group self-criticism is 
to. create a better understanding of one another and to 
establish love and trust, the fact is that this process can 
' and does produce the very opposite effect. Love and trust 
are not likely to emerge from tearing one another apart and 
■ then trying to glue the pieces back together again. 

It’s somewhat like knocking a man down with a club 
so that you can show your affection for him by picking him 
up. But if you really want to demonstrate affection for him/ 
why knock him down in the first place? 

- •. In at least one group criticism course, as reported from 
a session held at the California State College in Long Beach, 


California, in February last year,, the “trainer” or person 
in charge of the session, attempted to use the Biblical ad¬ 
monition “Love thy neighbor as thyself” as an excuse to 
impose his sensuous affections on one of the female mem¬ 
bers of the group who refused to accept his, or the groups’

The strength of the family is the strength of the in¬ 
dividuals who make Up that family. So, too, is the strength 
of the community, the state and the nation basically the 
strength of the individual. Destroy the individual, that is, 
destroy his initiative, his self-confidence, self-reliance, and 
his ability to make sound decisions and you destroy the 
very fabric of society. 

Group discussions which center around self-criticism 
and group criticism of the individuals in the group were 
used with devastating effect by the Communists on Ameri- 
can prisoners during the Korean War. This method destroy¬ 
ed the camaraderie which would normally exist among men 
held captive in a foreign land. It fostered mutual suspicion, 
and distrust and encouraged them to inform on one another. 
It was the only war in American history in which NOT A 
SINGLE prisoner of war escaped from enemy detention. 
In essence, it isolated the men individually and kept them 
weak and divided. 

Such a history of group self-criticism hardly recom¬ 
mends its. use either among young people or adults.

A doctor does not operate on a well person. The 
therapy used on the physically sick is out of place with the 
physically healthy. 

“The same is'true of 'mental jillness. 

The group method of self-criticism and group- criticism 
which may prove useful in the case of criminals, drug ad¬ 
dicts, alcoholics or those otherwise mentally disturbed is not 
proper for the mentally healthy person. 

If we are. to assume, however, that everybody is more 
or less'mentally ill and must be treated, then must we not 
'inclu'de~the~psychiatristsrpsychctherapists-and-othcrsvwho- 
with even the best intentions (which is not always the case) 
seek to “cure” the masses ? It is hardly safe for the blind 
to lead the blind. 

The great need of today is not so much for change, 
especially if this means the abandonment of long-established 
principles and standards of conduct. What is really needed 
is greater respect for, and adherence to, basic-principles set 
forth in Judaic and Christian, religions. The fact that man¬ 
kind have not consistently heeded the admonitions of the 
Ten Commandments, the Sermon 1 on the Mount'and the 
Golden Rule is hardly reason for wandering farther afield 
in the realm of human behavior. y

Vietnam, can be readily solved. What tactics should be used...? Certainly we should 
strengthen the Vietnam Air Force so that it would be able to bomb the roads, bridges 
and supply routes into South Vietnam. Certainly we should extend the guerrilla war¬ 
fare over the border and harass the enemy in the North. The problem is ; not one of 
tactics and strategy; it is a problem of will...and morale."

Congressman Richard L. Roudebush has announced that he will insert into the Congres¬ 
sional Record children's non-sectarian prayers, suitable for use in America's public- 
schools.

RETAIN ELECTORAL COLLEGE TO ASSURE STATES' RIGHTS IN PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. 

For some 130 years Presidential elections have been controlled by the states, largely 
through the device of the Electoral College system. Under this system, the voters of 
each state select a slate of Electors pledged to a single Presidential candidate, with 
the most populated, srates-enti-tl-ed .-to ^the—largest--number-of-- t Electors'i^'Th"es^stafF r 
Electors, in turn, then cast their ballots for the President. Late in September, the 
House of Representatives passed, by an overwhelming majority (339-70), a proposed 
Constitutional amendment (H.J.Res. 631), which provides for the election of the Presi¬ 
dent and Vice-President by direct popular vote. H.J.Res. 6G1 which would eliminate 
the role of the states in Presidential elections and take us a long way toward the end 
of the system established by the Constitution, was sponsored chiefly by Rep. Emanuel 
Celler (ACA Voting Score 4), who called the amendment "the crowning achievement of my 
whole life". Having been passed by the House, the amendment will next have to be 
approved by the Senate and ratified by three-fourths of the states before implementa¬ 
tion. Conservatives hope that (1) the amendment will die in the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee; or (2) it will fail to pass three-fourths of the State legislatures.

Such demonstrations give urgency to the need for 
the proposed Academic Freedom Protective Act (S.1988), now under consideration in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. This legislation would outlaw the techniques of all who 
engage in campus demonstrations at Federally funded institutions, whether student, 
teacher or outsider. 

The seriousness of the present situation was indicated by recent hearings released 
by the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee. The witness was Dr. Ernest E. Blanco, 
formerly a professor in pre-Castro Havana, who has since taught at several major U. S. 
universities. Prof. Blanco says: "Americans should be informed of the seriousness, 
the real danger of the situation we are living in. We are living in the preliminaries, 
the clearcut preliminaries, of a revolutionary period. We have a very hard core of 
communists, Fabians and anarchists in our Faculties. These people on the University 
Faculties have a counterpart on the outside that influences all these peripheral groups 
surrounding them to carry out their revolution against the Administration of the Uni¬ 
versities and the rest of the Faculty."

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Ford Fund 
Hit as Aid 
To Riots

The Ford Foundation was 
blamed Friday for financing in¬ 
surrection on the campus. 

The charge was leveled at t 
full dress press conference in 
the Los Angeles Press did). 

The accusation came from 
Dick Carter, national director 
of an organization hilled Fami¬ 
lies Opposing Revolutionary Do*' 
nations. (F.O.R.D.), with an ad¬ 
dress listed at 2510 W. 82 nd St., 
Inglewood, Calif. 

Carter’s statement was read 
to newspapermen and TV cam¬ 
eramen by Hurst Amyx, presi¬ 
dent of the American Center for 
Education (ACE), Los Angeles. 

Carter charged Ford Founda¬ 
tion indirectly gave $50,000 to 
playwright Le Roi Jones, author 
of a drama called "The Toilet" 
that depicts white men as hom¬ 
osexuals. Carter said Jones was 
arrested while leading the 1967 
riots in Newark, N.J. 

‘FAR-LEFT STAFF’ 

The statement blasted the 
foundation for bankrolling the 


rurwtertne nepuwic oy *15 
million and characterized the 
staff as "a far-left organization 
whose staff included exlreme- 
iar leftists.” 

Carter said another $640,000 
went to the National Students 
Association which was depicted 
as a militant group of left- 
wing students who are causing 


much disruption in our colleges 
and universities. 

The well-known Sex Educa¬ 
tion end Information Council of 
the US. (SIECUS) received 
$350,000 from the foundation. 
The SIECUS program has been 
banned from California schools 
and from several other states. 

Amyx said Ford dealers bad 
been notified of the activities of 
the Ford Foundation. 

Dozens of cities have been 
visited by representatives of the 
protesting F.O.R.D. group, 
Carter’s statement read. 

BUSINESS ‘ALBATROSS’ 

"Our committee found at 
least 90 per cent of the Ford 
dealers they talked to were in 
favor of what we are doing," 
Carter’s statement said. "Most 
of them realize the extremist 
orientation of the Ford Founda¬ 
tion has been an albatross 
around their own necks. 

"We made every effort to 
avoid making this matter a pub¬ 
lic issue,” he said. “For four 
days, many Ford dealers re¬ 
quested the Ford Motor Co. 
officials to meet wilh us..They 
wanted us to try to resoive the 
matter. As of now, the: Ford 
Motor Co. officials have ignored 
the request of their own deal¬ 
ers.” J 

He charged the foundation 
"with its many Socialist-orient¬ 
ed administrators” had been a 
thorn in the side of Ford .deal-

PRESSURES ALLEGED 
In i fiery preliminary state¬ 
ment, Amyx declared that pow¬ 
erful pressures had been 
brought for newsmen to boycott 
the press conference. He noted 
that represenialives of United 
Press International (UPI) and 
Associated Press (AP), the two 
major nervs 5vudicit**s, were 
not present. Nevertheless, ev¬ 
ery chair was filled by news¬ 
men. 

Amyx said that the American 
Center for Education had com¬ 
missioned a book to be writter 
by Edward Albertson. He 
waved a copy of a-manuscript 
which, ho said, represented six 
months research into the Ford 
Foundation and us financial af¬ 
filiates the Fund for the Repub¬ 
lic and the Center for the Study 
of Democratic Institutions. The 
controversial center is located 
at Santa Barbara.

Amyx said the opposition 
F.O.R.D. group is comprised of 
nearly 300 committees in most 
major cities. 

The Ford Foundation was set 
up by the late Henry Ford as a 
way of safeguarding a fortune 
that otherwise would have been 
devoured by estate taxes on his 
death.

"Immortal” Foundations 
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WASHINGTON — Should 
Federal tax policy subsidize a 
form of property arrangement 
that allows wealthy individuals 
to control their estates forever? 
Should the dead control the 
living for all time to come by 
their personal nostrums for the 
ills of a so¬ 
ciety that 
they never 
knew? 

This is a 
basic ques¬ 
tion that 
lies at the 
heart of the 
debate on tax 
reform and 
the tax-ex¬ 
empt founda¬ 
tions. Under Edith Kormtt 

tax 'la w” a » 

wealthy person may choose any 
broad “charitable purpose” — 
from relief of poverty to ad¬ 
vancement of education, relig¬ 
ion or government — and cre¬ 
ate in perpetuity a tax-exempt 
foundation which he says will 
promote it. 

Significantly, the founder 
may impose the guidelines for 
administration of his founda¬ 
tion after his death forever and 
he can give control of it to hia 
descendants to be used for their 
benefit. This means that a do- 
noris prescription for Society’s 
needs will prevail permanently 
no matter how unsuitable they 
may prove to bo or how out¬ 


dated. In this way, these Immor¬ 
tal gigantic aconomlc mana- 
dons we call foundations are in 
a position to dofy current pri¬ 
orities established by our elect¬ 
ed representatives In' the Con¬ 
gress. 

The problem of wealthy, pro¬ 
liferating tax-exempt founda¬ 
tions only arose at the turn of 
this century as a response to 
the passage of income and es¬ 
tate taxes. However, our 
Founding Fathers were well 
aware that individuals are al¬ 
ways resorting to various de¬ 
vices and strategems to control 
the ownership and to determine 
the use of property in perpet¬ 
uity from the grave. In the Fall 
of 1789 Thomas Jefferson wrote 
to James Madison at length 
concerning “the question of 
whether one generation of men 
has a right to bind another.” 
Jefferson said in part: 

“It is . . . among the funda¬ 
mental principles of every gov¬ 
ernment which I suppose to be 
self-evident, 'that the earth be¬ 
longs in usufruct to the living/ 
that the dead have neither pow¬ 
er nor rights over It. The por¬ 
tion occupied by an individual 
ceases to be his when he ceases 
to be. and reverts to the so¬ 
ciety.” . 

Todav.. unregulated founda¬ 
tions have grown in size and 
numbers to a point where they 
are able to work at cross pur¬ 
poses to the State and threaten 


to undermine economic democ¬ 
racy. A clear example of such 
a case was presented to the 
Sehate Finance Committee in. 
hearings which it has been con¬ 
ducting on the tax-reform bill- 
The Irvine Foundation controls 
through the Irvine Company 
eighteen percent of the land In 
Orange County. Calif. This is 
an area of rapidly developing 
residential development Yet. 
the Irvine Foundation recently 
dedicated fifty thousand acres 
of this land “for agricultural 
purposes” for a ten-year period. 

In commenting on this action 
by the tax-exempt foundation. 
Democratic Senator Albert 
Gore from Tennessee, a mem¬ 
ber of the Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee. declared: 

“Such an action cannot pos¬ 
sibly benefit charity, and it is 
questionable whether it is in 
the best interest of the people 
of California. In any event, it 
It clear that the public ix not 
being permitted to determine 
the use of almost twenty per- i 
cent of an entire county This 
is a startling example of the 
dead controlling the living, and 
it is duplicated in countless 
foundations in various ways 
throughout the Country." 

This Is why Senator Gore 
would like to limit tax exemp¬ 
tion for foundations for the 
duration of their twenty-five- 
year life.

RUSSIA MARCHES AHEAD. . 

With all the talk.about moratoriums and the New Left, Americans have forgotten that 
they.have a country to defend, but a look at present day facts are frightening. v> The 
Armed Forces are being drastically reduced, all in the name of economy; The Air Force, 
for example, has been ordered to reduce its manpower and to eliminate 300,000 hours of 
flight training. The U. S. Army of 19 Divisions will be cut back to 12 divisions and 
of the present U. S. Divisional strength, many units have been "cannibalized" and 
would require 39 days to be brought to combat effectiveness,. Meanw hile .' the.Sovie t_ 
^Unibn _ tirking^ , ‘peace ,,_ KaFT.40^DTvi'sridSs i= WhiehrfYre'b"eing _ rapidly~ffio'derni'zed^—-THe^U^^S- r — 
Navy is in the process of-de-commissioning 100 warships, with only 48 new v.essels be¬ 
ing built to replace them. Jayne’s Fighting Ships, the most authoritative compendium 
on naval power, reports that the Soviets- have 1575 ships of modern construction, as 
opposed to 894 U. S. ships. All construction of missile firing submarines has been 
stopped, though the Soviets have embarked on a crash submarine-building program. 

Secret studies made by the Senate Preparedness Sub-Committee show that on every front 
U. S. military power has been reduced or dissipated. For instance, cutbacks announced 
by the Defense Department at the end of last month will result in the highly strategic 
state of Alaska (roughly l/5th of the land area of the U. S.) left without the ability 
to defend itself against attack. This is being done at a time when Alaska's strategic 
importance has been further demonstrated by the discovery of the largest proven 
petroleum reserve in the continent. The three crippling cutbacks would be (1) closing 
the Kodiak Naval Station that defends more than 33,000 miles of American coastline; 

(2) withdrawing the last Fighter Squadron in Alaska (in the event of trouble, Fighter 
Squadrons, would have to be dispatched from California or other states); and (3) the 
activation of two Nike Hercules sites. This is being planned for June of 1970, even- 
though Alaska is only 56 miles from the Soviet Union and there are permanent missiles 
on the opposite shore. •' • ' . 

To make matters even worse, the morale of our fighting forces is sagging. There are 
reports-that "many of those fi ghting.in Vietnam.have come to refer to parts of the 
American press and-Some political leaders as 'the enemy'7T. “It has'been hard fbr' tfiem 
to accept the fact that-some Americans, including some who are in positions of authori¬ 
ty, should be actively working against the success of American efforts..." 

There has been much waste at the Pentagon and it should be ended. But Congress must 
take a cold hard look at our weakened military posture in the face of developing 
Soviet threat and reverse our suicidal disarmament practices. ( References : Ralph 
deToledano, Houston Tribune, 11-20-69; Edith Kermit Roosevelt, The Wanderer 11-13-69.)

SALT NEGOTIATIONS A GREAT PERIL TO THE FREE WORLD. ’’’ 


The Soviets have been delaying the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) for years.

Muskie measure will open the way for massive Soviet purchases of high quality American 
machine tools, computers and superior quality goods vital to the U.S.S.R. war machine. 

As many as 1100 of the 1300 items now considered strategic could be shipped to the 
Soviets without the need of a license. The legislative situation concerning Red trade 
is: On October 16th the House passed a bill extending the authority of the Export 
Control Act. It restricts trade with the Reds. Somewhat later, the Senate passed the 
MAM Bill so the differences will have to be resolved in conference. As a result of 
timely disclosures by Congressmen William Widmall(N.J.-ACA Voting Score 60), Chester 
Mize (Kansas-Voting Score 77) and Garry Brown (Michigan-ACA Voting Score 73) they have 
managed to delay Congressional approval of this legislation by refusing to sign the 
Senate-House Conference Report favoring trade with and aid to the enemy.

ANOTHER BROKEN PROMISE TO ENFORCE THE LAW AND THE ANARCHISTS TRIUMPH. 

Press reports of the "peaceful" behavior of the Washington D.C. Moratorium partici¬ 
pants November 15th reached a sickening level. Congress has received the final report 
on cost to the government of the Communist-conceived demonstrations as approximating 
$1.5 million, with another quarter of a million dollars of damage to District of 
Columbia private businesses. 606 persons were injured, including 26 policemen. 361 
persons were arrested. 503 business firms received broken windows. Government build¬ 
ings received broken windows, paint damage and broken glass doors. The greatest 
damage to Federal buildings was that at the Justice and Internal Revenue Service build¬ 
ings. Overall coats include $936,088 for standby Military support of civil authority; 
$473,776 in overtime pay for members of the Police Departments; $91,760 in General 
Service Administration costs; $38,497 for the U. S. Marshals Service and Justice De¬ 
partment legal divisions; and $8,500 for debris removal. 

Most shocking of all was the hauling down of an American flag in front of the Justice 
Department and setting it afire before running up a Vietcong flag. Congressman Richard 
L. Roudebush asked officials why the Reds were not arrested for violating the Federal 
flag desecration law, which provides a $1,000 fine and one year in jail for anyone 
burning an American flag. He also asked the Dept, of Interior why American flags were 
removed from the 50 flag poles surrounding the Washington monument and Vietcong flags 
raised. In addition^ during the march, hundreds of Vietcong flags were_in evidenc e, 
as~weliT'Ss' Red'"!lag5f ~~Coinmuni sm~and' bl'ack~flags of anarchy."

The shocking endorsement which went almost unnoticed in this country came in the form 
of an offer by the President to extend all "appropriate assistance to Czechoslovakia." 
The offer was made the same day that Cernick announced a tough new policy of tighter 
-controls on the press, universities and unions. Czechoslovakian refugees in this 
country were shocked that the President would offer aid to the Cernick regime at a 
time it was being bolstered by the presence of more than 100,000 Soviet troops. The 
offer was reported to be a part of Kissinger's new policy to establish closer relations 
with the Communist governments.

. , INFLATION CAUSED BY MASSIVE DEFICITS IM THE FEDERAL BUDGET. 

Continuing and accelerating inflation is rampant an -1 e government is ever grasping 
for more money to spend. President Ford had talked about cutting $5 billion from the 
federal budget of $304.4 billion, but in his first 3 weeks of office, he has endorsed, 
campaigned for, or held out hope for new domestic programs totalling between $66.2 and 
$81.2 billion. Our new President lias signed a massive $25 billion education bill, an 
$11.2 billion housing bill and an $11 billion mass transit program complete with oper¬ 
ating subsidies; He has resurrected a $15 to $30 billion "comprehensive health insur¬ 
ance program" and is trying to push it through Congress before November. Mr. Ford has 
also "reluctantly" signed a $4.5 billion public works appropriation (that exceeded the 
budget by $80 million) and is viewing with some sympathy a $4 billion public employment 
program. There is also at least $15.6 billion of federal spending not listed in the 
budget. These items include the Federal National Insurance Corporation, Federal Home 
Loan Banks, Federal Land Banks, Federal Export-Import Banks, U.S. Postal Service, 

Federal Intermediate Credit Banks, Federal Home Lean Mortgage Corporations, Rural Elec¬ 
trification Administration, Student. Loan Marketing Association, Bank for Cooperatives, 
Rural Telephone Bank & .Environmental Financing Authority. Most of the loans are at / 
rates lower than the government itself must pay to borrow money. Moreover, millions q 
dollars of loans are in default, particularly in the field of student loans. To make 
matters worse, 22,000 names are being added to the federal payroll and the Tax Founda¬ 
tion reports that the salaries of federal civilian employees increased 88%, compared 
with 61%, in private industry and are "going up faster than inflation". Benefits rose at 
an even higher rate--147%. No listing, such as the above, would be complete without 
mentioning the Food Stamp 1 Act which began in 1965 with an appropriation of $34.3 million 
and which will run to an estimated $4 billion this year 1 . Our present serious inflation, 
fueled in large by continued government spending, must end and. there are ways to end it. 
For a number of years, Cong. H. R. Gross has introduced a bill, H.R. 144, which would 
require the federal government to live within.its means, to limit its spending to its 
income and to make orderly and systematic payments to reduce the national debt. Passage 
of this legislation would be an essential step on the road back to fiscal stability for 
the U.S. Create a furor about the high cost of living and demand passage of.H.R. 144.

At a time of shortages and worsening inflation, government agencies continue to actively 
subsidize the export of scarce goods and equally scarce credit. The Commodity Credit 
Corporation, for example, continues to lend American dollars to foreign countries so 
that they can buy American wheat, soy beans and other scarce commodities at discount 
prices. In the fiscal year ended on June 20th, CCC issued $7,286,000,000 in new credits. 
Even more astounding, reports Rep. Henry S. Reuss, a member of the House Banking & Cur¬ 
rency Committee and Chairman of the Joint International Economics Sub-Committee, the 
Dept, of Agriculture is now preparing a big promotion campaign for $415 million- in new 
credits, one beneficiary of which will be oil rich Iran, which last year received a CCC 
administered $145 million 15-year loan to buy U.S. wheat. "While the Iranians gouge the 
Americans on oil", writes Cong. Reuss in the N.Y. Times magazine, "the CCC gouges Amer¬ 
icans on wheat—bread prices rise--and, of course, the taxpayers pay for the program." 
Other examples include the Export-Import Bank which recently guaranteed a $48 million 
7 to 10 year loan at 6%, to West Germany's Lufthansa Airline to purchase jets, even 
though West Germany is choking with reserves and the mark is very sound. The Ex-Ira Bank 
is also making cut-rate taxpayer subsidized loans to Japan for commercial .aircraft, for

of cotton goods in this country to soar. Domestic International Sales Corporation

and Soviet agent. Edward Levi knew 
it. Yet he admitted in testimony that 
as dean of the law school he maneu¬ 
vered to employ him in a key post. 
TJiat admission, alone, should disqual¬ 
ify Edward H. Levi from being Attor¬ 
ney General of the United States. 

The pattern is all too clear. One of 
Edward Levi’s ciosest associates at the 
University of Chicago was Harry Kal- 
ven, who played an important part in 
the jury bugging project. Kalven was 
well known as a Leftist and, like Levi, 
had personally written a letter to 
President Harry Truman seeking clem¬ 
ency for the Rosenberg atom spies and 
spoken at meetings on their behalf. 

Public records indicate that Edward 
H. Levi also assailed the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities for 
so-called spy tactics against his friends, 
the Communists, signing (for example) 
a letter with LE. Ferguson denouncing 
such intelligence activity. Records 
show that Ferguson, a Levi penmate, 
was a leader of the Communist Party 
of. America who^was. tried aiuLcon* 
victed of criminal activity. Edward 
Levi described Comrade Ferguson as a 
diatingtjushed member of the Chicago 
Bar. 

Nonetheless, on November 14, 
1968, Edward Hirsch Levi became the 
eighth president of the University of 
Chicago. In his inauguration speech, he 
advised that he would involve the 
university in redevelopment of the 
impoverished Chicago neighborhood 
surrounding the university, and that 
this would include planning for child¬ 
care counseling, psychiatric help, and 
urban education. Levi was now a 
member of the “Liberal" Establish¬ 
ment, serving on committees spon¬ 
sored by the Fotd Foundation and 
long a trustee of such Rockefeller 
fronts as the Institute of International 
Education, a notorious World Govern¬ 
ment hustle. He was not only a com¬ 
mitted Leftist but a member of the 
Establishment, 

And remember that under proper 
security standards not only Edward 
Levi’s own activities but those of his 
mj wou l d have , a 

bearing on his qualifications for his 
present post as U.S. Attorney General. 
The activities of Levi’s brother Julian, 
for instance, should have raised a 
cloud over his appointment. 

- Julian Levi was exposed by Gerald 
Wayne Kirk, a student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago, who testified before 
the Senate internal Security Subcom¬ 
mittee on March 9, 10, II. 1970. Kirk 
had been an F.B.I. counterspy, active 
with the Students for a Democratic 
Society, the DuBois Clubs of America, 
and the Communist Party, U-S.A. He 
was also an unvercover agent for Chi¬ 
cago police intelligence. Mr. Kirk’s 
testimony Fills three volumes. 

It seems that under the administra¬ 
tion of President Levi there was a large 
and active S.D.S. group at the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago, a number of whom 
subsequently became members of the 
Weatherman terrorists. There was also 
an active chapter of the DuBois Clubs 
of America, which was the youth arm 
of the Communist Party. Because of 
his membership in both of these organ¬ 
izations, young Kirk was admitted to 
the'Communist Party, U.S.A., in Au¬ 
gust of 1966. Geny Kirk was sent to a 
Communist training camp in upstate 
New York where he was taught by a 
number of leading Communists, in¬ 
cluding Claude Lightfoot, Gil Green, 
and Bettina Aptheker. Many of the 
professors at the University of Chi¬ 
cago, and the-administration of the 
university which encouraged such 
groups, were well aware of Kirk’s 
membership and activities.

In March of 1973, two years ago as we write, Wc Conservatives

It is beginning to look us though the stiigurlui^ ing 
over the CIA will not serve ,my constructive piiipiiM 1 , 
but is more apt to impede it* legitimate functions. Tlu* 
crime the CIA is alleged to have committed is the crea¬ 
tion and keeping of files on some 10,000 suspected sub¬ 
versives-inside the Uniteu States. Nobody seems to be 
concerned about whether they should have been kept 
under surveillance. The only question is whether the 
CIA exceeded its jurisdiction in cheeking up on U.S. 
citizens. 

If it did, then the suspects should have been moni¬ 
tored by the FBI. The core of the controversy should lie 
considered a jurisdictional dispute between two gov¬ 
ernment agencies -- not a cause celebre meriting tons ol 
newsprint and a highly-publicized presidential com¬ 
mission. 

It is possible that the investigation will show that the 
CIA would have been derelict in its duty if it had not 
opened files on the 10.000 suspects, since at least a por¬ 
tion of them had received training or had participated in 
demonstrations overseas, including the Black Panthers 
alleged to have received guerrilla training in Libya, ami 
the Arab students alleged to have had ties with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

It is much more important to the preservation of 
American liberties for the Rockefeller Commission to 
investigate why the CIA failed to open * file on Peter 
and Helen Kroger. The Kroger* were connected with 
— the'Julius and Ethel Rosenberg spy ring amblhe'Crd^— 
onel Rudolf Abel spy ring. After the Rosenberg* were 
caught, the Kroger* fled America and joined the Cordon 
Lonsdale spy ring in England, where (over a four-veur 
period) they sent the Soviet Union all the secrets of the 
construction and operation of our Polaris submarine. 
The Soviet Navy now has more copies of our great 
Polaris submarine than the American Navy, each carry ¬ 
ing 16 nuclear missiles just like ours. 

There is a lengthy list of top foreign agents who stole 
American secrets for the Soviets but apparently were 
never discovered by the CIA, including the British spies 
Guy Burgess and Donald Maclean, the Swedish spy 
Colonel WennerstTom, and the atom bomb spies Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs and Dr. Bruno Pontecorvo. 

The CIA has a perfect record of always being sur¬ 
prised every time the Soviets make a major move. In 
1961 when the Soviets set off their giant series of nu¬ 
clear weapons tests after two years of protracted opera¬ 
tions, the CIA was caught by surprise. In 1962 
Khrushchev shipped 42 offensive nuclear missiles all 
across the Atlantic, through the Caribbean, and installed 
them in Cuba. When our U-2 plane discovered them, the 
CIA was surprised again. In 1968 the Soviets launched 
an attack on Czechoslovakia involving six months’ prep¬ 
aration and the movement of 650,000 troops in five 
countries. Again the CIA was taken by surprise. 

Unless the Rockefeller Commission investigates the 
files the CIA did not keep, we can chalk up the whole 
operation to a publicity plan designed to keep the new 
President-*name-be f or e t he pu blic:- 

Need for Intelligence 

A new book called The Ultra Secret tells how, just 
prior to World War II, British intelligence obtained 
copies of the top secret German coding machines. The 
British were thus able to decode the secret orders to 
German planes in the Battle of Britain, to German sub¬ 
marines in the North Atlantic, to General Rommel in 
North Africa, and to German armies in the battles for 
Europe.

The executive secretary of the Soviet team, Nikolai 
Kishilov, was a senior KGB officer who some years ear¬ 
lier had been thrown out of Finland after he and a 
woman who claimed to be his wife were running two 
separate spy rings in Finland. During the Helsinki 
SALT talks, the Soviets rented a room overlooking U.S. 
offices and equipped it with telescopes, antennas, and 
various other monitoring devices. 

If Congress succeeds in abolishing all pur intellig¬ 
ence agencies, then America will be at the mercy of the 
largest and most effective spy system in all history, the 
Soviet KGB. „ „
